Exodus of Rural Citizens into 
Towns Checked by Scarcity 

■* Over one and a third million 
more persons were living on farms 
in the United States on January 
1, 1935 than on April 1, 1930, ac- 
oerdtng to a U. 8. Summary of 
the 1935 Federal Farm Census re- 
leased by Director William L. Aus- 
tin of the Bureau of the Census, 
Department of Commerce. The 
Nation's farm population of 31,- 
199,907 on January 1, 1935 was 
the largest ever recorded by a 
census and exceeds the farm pop- 
ulation of April 1, 1930 by 1,355,- 
667 persons. The gain hi farm 
population may have been even 
greater if the 1935 enumeration 
i^toeen made on April 1. instead 
of Jajfcniary i. The number of per- 
SQSA on farms in 1936 exceeded 
(hat in 1920 when 31,614,269 per- 
sons lived on farms. Since the 
enumeration of persons living on 
farms is made only at five-year 
intervals, the data available does 
not indicate the annual changes 
In the Nation's farm population 
Within the five-year period be- 
tween censuses. Hence the num- 
ber may have been higher for one 
of the years between censuses. 
Areas Show Large Gains 
Gains during the last five-year 
period in the number of persons 
living on farms occurred around 
ind ust rial centers, mining sections 
and in areas often designated as 
"subsistence farming." Areas 
showing large increases in farm 
population include the southern 
Appalachians, eastern Ohio, and 
western Pennsylvania, the Ozarks, 
eastern Oklahoma, the Birming- 
v«|ndU8tr)a] area. New Eng- 
^J>mK northern Minnesota, and 
^^WliMmsin and the Puget Sound 
and Willamette Valleys. This in- 
crease in farm residents reflects, 
at a major degree, the, "back- to- 
the-fnrm" movement ' of over 2 
million persons and the checking 
by the depression of the flow of 
folks to the cities. During 
five years, thousands form- 
erly employed in factories, mines, 
and usher industries moved to un- 
occupied farms or returned to the 
farm homes of their parents or

THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM 



Naturally, the public should 
have awaited the advent of the 
Democratic platform with an un- 
usual degree of interest. Follow- 
ing the namby-panby-w i s h y- 
washy spineless exhibit of moral 
courage emanating from the 
Cleveland Convention, the think- 
ing element among the public 
should have entertained some 
curiosity as to what would be said 
by a Resolutions Committee head- 
ed by Senator Wagner, one, if not 
the most radical of the "New 
Deal" group. 

Apparently it was quite as 
evasive and spineless as its pre- 
decessor at Cleveland. It seems 
to have been a studied effort to 
deal in generalities and to avoid 
commitments of a definite nature. 
It is flamboyant with claims of 
the wonderful things it has done 
with a general proposition to con- 
tinue its miracle performances. 
After its wanton disregard of the 
1932 platform, no person with an 
analytical mind would expect the 
"New Deal" to keep any platform 
promise longer than it takes some 
"New Deal" college professor to 
conceive some impractical idea 
which he thinks will advance his 
dream of a socialistic dictatorship. 
The only direct, dynamic, straight- 
from-the-shoukier promise sug- 
gested is that — "we shall continue 
to guard the freedom of speech, 
press, radio, religion and assembly 
which our constitution guarantees 
with equal rights to all and special 
privileges to none." 

Just what that means is uncer- 
tain, since we know that the radio, 
telegraph and cinema are under 
rigid control with a governmental 
dub over these activities by which 
the acts of the government can be 
made known, and after the mass 
of "New Deal" class legislation 
enacted in which punitive taxes 
have been laid— taxes taken from 
one class and distributed to an- 
other—to speak of "equal rights 
to all and special privileges to 
none"— would be a joke if it were 
not tragic. Even ithis promise 
if qualified for we note it says 
"we continue" to guard, etc. II 
R continues its policy of redistri- 
bution of wealth by taxing, as it 
■ays it will do, one class end 
doling it cut to another, there is 
tut little hope for a real return 
df business prosperity. It wiU be 
noted further, it, the platform, 
says— "We will use the powers of 
government to end the activities 
of the malefactors of great wealth 
Who defraud and exploit the peo- 
■le." This is a thinly veiled threat 
to all business activities conduct- 
ed for profit. Exploitation in this 
aanee is general and may mean 
anything. 
. But, who are the malefactors of 

»t wealth? John D Rocke- 
Jr., H said to be very 
wealthy, rus wealth was inherited 
and was accumulated by monopol- 
istic methods, but John D. Jr , is 
a humanitarian, a benefactor to

When the editorial tone of any 
newspaper forsakes the path of 
vigorous, independent and forth- 
right thinking and follows lamely 
and blindly the dictates of major- 
ity or clique it loses its right to 
the respect and attention of the 
community which fathers it.

We cannot urge too strongly the 
financial cooperation of residents 
and visitors alike with these two 
most worthy charities. The records 
of their past achievements speak 
highly of the merit of those who 
direct them, and the plans made 
for continued service bespeak a 
support which mere words can do 
ho more than echo. They bring 
health and the opportunity to 
serve the community to all with 
whom they come in contact, 
rendering a service the value of 
which is not to be calculated in 
terms of dollars and cents.

Although we have pointed out 
in these columns before that sup- 
port of the Virginia Beach Cham- 
ber of Commerce is a duty that 
cannot be shunned lightly by 
business and hotel interests oper- 
ating here, we again would stress 
the importance of such coopera- 
tion to the individual operator, be 
he hotel man, grocery owner or 
novelty dealer. Such unified sup- 
port is as important as the In- 
dividual advertising done regular- 
ly by each business functioning on 
the Beach, for, in a general but 
highly effective way, the story of 
each feature of beach life Is car- 
ried to an ever-widening circle of 
prospective vacationists. 

Within the past month, though 
the local agency is small and 
poorly equipped for a broad ser- 
vice—a condition necessitated by 
the present lack of support— an 
approximate 2,900 stories dealing 
with beach life have been dis- 
seminated to newspapers publish- 
ed in eastern and middle-western 
United States. With these stories 
have gone another approximate 
1,000 photographs, many of them 
especially requested try interested 
newspapers and others selected 
because of their interest to the 
readers of individual journals. 

Each of these items furnishes a 
stimulus, a desire on the part of 
some one. or many, to visit Vir- 
ginia Beach. The constant repeti- 
tion of stories and photographs 
dealing with local happenings in- 
creases that desire, with the very 
natural consequence that people 
to whom this community has been 
no more than a name soon or late 
find themselves on their way to a 
vacation at Virginia Beach. Sup- 
posing that each of the 2.000 
stories attracts but one visitor and 
supposing further that he spends 
but $10 here, the Beach is $20,000 
richer because of an Insignificant 
expenditure of a possible $900. 

Is such an investment worth- 
while? May it honestly be said 
that any busmen operating here 
stands to benefit more than an- 
other from such a program? 

The vacation travel stream be- 
ing a cosmopolitan affair, those 
who come here represent all strata 
of life. There are those who seek 
nothing but the best; there are 
others to whom only the modest 
hotel appeals; there are others 
who wish the tourist camp, the 
small cottage or a room in a pri- 
vate home. ATI come here as a 
result of the appeal vested in the 
general news story or news pic- 
ture, and, being here, they spread 
out over the entire community, 
providing a source of additional 
and unexpected income for every 
agency catering to the vacationist 
and tourist. 

In that observation, to be sup- 
ported by fact, rests the reason for 
unanimous support of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. It is unfair to 
expect a mere handful of civic 
leaders to bear the expense of a 
promotion program from which 
all must benefit, and it is equally 
unfair to retard the possible pro- 
gress of the Beach as a unit by 
certain individuals and organisa- 
tions refusing to support a pro- 
they must surely 
to us that civic 
such desired

did not hold, then certainly the 
realization of benefits would force 
support on the selfish grounds of 
good business. 



the wider group outside cannot 
expect to continue to fatten oven 
the gratuities of these few pubhe- 
spirited crttsens, and the real pro- 
gress of the community wiU not 
be achieved until a realisation of 
the duty that falls to each mem- 
ber of the business community is 
apparent. 

One service alone offered by the 
local Chamber of Commerce is 
worth each penny of each single 
contribution. About one month 
ago, an attractive hotel and cot- 
tage directory, listing each large 
hotel and hotel cottage operating 
on the Beach, was prepared, giv- 
ing locations, rates, number of " 
rooms, managers and other in- _ 
formation in condensed but au- 
thoritative manner. These were 
distributed only in response to in- 
dividual requests for such inform- 
ation, and the original supply of 
2,000 copies -was exhausted this 
week. A more complete edition is 
now in the making. 

For this service, which cost the 
hotels not one penny, in contrast 
to other commercial propositions 
now. on the market, there should 
be a widespread support, for all 
hotels and cottages so listed are 
certain to have benefitted. It is 
a commentary on local coopers 
tion that no more than a mere 
four or five of the hotels listed 
therein have indicated their desire 
to support the local Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Within the next week, a very 
attractive folder will be distribut 
ed on a nationwide scale by the 
Chamber of Commerce. Fifty 
thousand copies of this pictorial 
booklet Have been ordered for dis- 
tribution, the most complete, au- 
thoritative and comprehensive 
panorama of Virginia Beach ever 
presented to the vacationing 
public. What is particularly valu- 
able is Its modern air, for the pic- 
tures included therein have been 
taken within the past twelve 
months— most of them during the 
past month— and they show the 
Beach and its supporters as they 
are, not as they were some years 
ago.

Outside agencies whiich use the 
Beach merely as a background to 
induce visitors into their own 
communities have been given a 
greater measure of support than 
the local Chamber of Commerce.

These are but a few of the many 
services rendered to the com- 
munity by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The complaint that all 
that might be done is not being 
done is a just one, but it must be 
remembered that all agencies 
must creep before they crawl, and 
the rate of activity is determined 
by the strength of the support ac- 
corded the agency. If that sup- 
port Is not forthcoming, if it is 
deflected elsewhere, the local com. 
munlty stands to suffer. There is 
no other point of view that can 
withstand argument. 

The season is advancing to its 
zenith and this Is the time when 
the greatest promotional activity 
should be in evidence. Insofar 
as is possible with the materials 
on hand, the local office will func- 
tion satisfactorily, but it cannot 
be expected to walk with the 
strides of Gargantua when its 
food Is that designed for the 
midget or the weak.

We have written at length about 
this matter of support because the 
agency is one which we believe of 
tremendous value to Virginia 
Beach.

JAMESTOWN ISLAND 



Nothing renders a nation so se 
cure upon its foundations as an 
intimate knowledge of the past 
and a respect for it on the part of 
the people. Essential to the ac- 
cumulation of this knowledge and 
the building of the attitude of re- 
spect—as out of date as such may 
be in present times— is the preser- 
vation of places whereon these 
foundations were lriid. For more 
than three hundred years James- 
town has remained in the minds 
of the Nation a name and the 
tower of an old church. But be- 
hind a board fence and within a 
large enclosure the mysteries of 
the first settlement in America are 
being unraveled. 

Persons prompted, perhaps, by 
interest as much as curiosity, have 
removed palings of the fence and 
a glimpse of what is going on may 
be obtained. Old foundations re- 
veal little to the Observer save the 
existence of an extensive settle- 
ment. Relics in the information 
house tell little more. 

A news/dispatch of this week 
tells of the discovery of an old 
brick kiln at Jamestown, proving 
that the first settlers made exten- 
sive use of materials at hand and 
were even then beginning an eco- 
nomic independence which result- 
ed eventually in a complete sever- 
ance of ties with England. What 
Eai been done is intensely inter- 
esting. It appeals to the imagina- 
tion of scores of persons who 
quietly visit the shrine, but who 
must await opportunity to visit 
the portion of the island outside 
the A. P. V. A. holdings now under 
archaeological investigation. 

A wire fence instead of the im- 
posing board structure from which 
palings have been ripped would be 
the means of satisfying the aver- 
age person, and offer the touring 
public all that it asks just now— 
a glimpse of what is being done.

The American Mercury's cur- 
rent attack on "spot" news is 
justified only as a moderately 
clever piece of writing. It is based 
on an obviously wrong statement 
of the character of the average 
news story, and an equally incor- 
rect assumption about the public. 

The specific charge seems to be 
that the papers do not present the 
context of a day's events sd.that 
the inconstant reader may under- 
stand: "One of the most curious 
assumptions of American journal- 
ism is that the average newspaper 
reader is conversant with every 
fact, date and malpractice in re- 
corded history, from the first 
flinty drawings of the Neander. 
thai down to the esoteric charts 
of today's tabloid astrologists . . . 
The casual reader is left to figure 
out things as best he can." 

When we reduce this flowing bit 
pf discourse to plain English". 
may be recognized as over "back- 
ground news." There are instances 
a restatement of the now-familiar 
argument of course, where the 
background is not supplied, but a 
moment's perusal of any well- 
handled, important news story 
will reveal the effort now being 
made by progressive papers to 
weave the woof of the past into 
the web of the present. 

"... The newspaper subscriber" 
continues the Mercury, "unless he 
hoards back copies of his favorite 
sheet, is confined to reading about 
those events which transpired be- 
tween yesterday's sun-up and 
dark." Here, again, the f ailing of 
a few*U portrayed as a vice of all 
papers. Good newspapers are 
learning to put their news In per- 
spective. For those who wish to 
be brought up to date with a gen- 
eral resume, many large papers 
now carry a weekly digest that Is 
designed to reveal exactly what 
developments of real importance 
came during the seven days im- 
mediately preceding. This is some- 
thing which cannot be obtained 
through any other agency. 

This does not mean that hews 
reporting and editorial comment 
are perfect or even are as good as 
they can and should be. On the 
contrary, there are defects, of 
which newspapers are themselves 
most conscious. The greatest of 
these, in our opinion, is in the 
treatment of the news at a length 
and in a detail far beyond the 
limits that should be prescribed 
by .the time the average reader has 
at his disposal for reading his 
paper. Brevity and wiser selec- 
tion of the news are the qualities 
most to be desired now for the 
making of better newspapers. — 
Richmond News Leader.

Education to the layman is per- 
haps a dull and uninviting sub- 
ject. It smacks of musty class- 
rooms and of eccentric and ab- 
sent-minded pedagogues. When 
education is the theme of a story 
of great men and of great move- 
ments, however, it arrests the at- 
tention 6f everyone interested in 
the ways of men and in the 
dramatic roles played by leaders 
in thought and action. 

Charles William Dabney's "Uni- 
versal Education in the South, 
Volume I. The Beginnings to 1900" 
is a journal of, leaders In educa- 
tional thought and action. It is at 
the same time a register of great 
movements in a large section of 
our country — a section where 
much of educational history has 
long remained unexposed and 
consequently unknown to the out- 
side world — and to many South- 
erners of the present generation 
also. 

The central theme around 
which the personalities of men are 
portrayed in this historical record 
is that of the struggle for free, 
public schools. The struggle is a 
long one. It begins as a clear-cut 
issue with Jefferson's "Bill for the 
more general diffusion of know- 
ledge." It is well under way but 
by no means settled by the end of 
the 19th century. 

General conditions combatting 
the Idea of public schools or re- 
tarding the spread of the move- 
ment are considered by the 
author. Methods and agencies 
meeting the educational needs of 
the South while the fight for 
public schools goes on are reveal- 
ed. The activities of propaganda 
and statistical societies are mea- 
sured. The influence of the George 
Peabody Fund and similar 
agencies is discussed. A connect- 
ed thread runs through this ac- 
count of the actions of individual 
men and the contributions of 

particular institutions. 

a 
Dr. Dabney is eminently quali- 
fied to tell this colorful story of 
Southern education. A native of 
Virginia, he was educated at 
Hampden -Sydney College and the 
University of Virginia. He later 
studied at the University of Got- 
tingen when this Institution was 
near the senlth of its educational 
glory. Upon his return from Ger- 
many, he accepted a professorship 
in she University of North Caro- 
lina. He has since occupied a 
number of important posts hi 
education including those of As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture 



under President Cleveland, the 
Presidency of the University of 
Tennessee, and the Presidency of 
the University of Cincinnati. He 
possesses acute sensibilities with 
a deep appreciation for the culture 
and traditions of the South. At 
the same time, he is a scholar 
with a high regard for the truth. 
Dr. Dabney's method in "Uni- 
versal Education in the South" is, 
as suggested, essentially biograph- 
ical. | He etches in clear relief 
protraits of the men who did yeo- 
manry service In the interest of 
education In the Southern region. 
He also keeps visibly before his 
reader the Issues and movements 
that were the driving forces be- 
hind these personalities. He in- 
troduces significant facts and so 
relates personalities and facts as 
to give a connected story and to 
draw a curve of progress toward 
free education that spans the 
years of Southern history, 

Virginia's part in this story jf 
Southern education is written m 
large, letters. It is a colorful and 
inspiring story, notwithstanding 
many shortcomings, in which such 
leaders as Jefferson and Robert 
E. Lee played prominent parts. 
Less well-known figures are intro- 
duced or recalled to our memory: 
Samuel Stanhope Smith, first 
President of Hampden -Sydney; 
John Holt Rice, founder of the 
Union Theological Seminary in 
Richmond: William Henry Ruf- 
fner, first Superintendent of 
Public Schools in Virginia; John 
Barbee Minor, fifty years Profes- 
sor of Law at the University of 
Virginia Sons of Hampden- 
Sydney College will be pleased 
with the author's account of the 
role that this venerable Institu- 
tion enacted. Those of Washing- 
ton and Lee University will ap- 
prove of this authoritative yet 
sympathetic account of this or- 
ganization's activity in the cause 
of education. 



"Village Chronicle" is one of the 
better light novels that summer 
has ushered to the fore.

Robert Frost's "A Further 
Range"— it wouldn't be summer 
without a book of poetry— is a 
varied collection for most of the 
quieter moods. There are pieces 
about farms and cutting wood, 
bits of homely philosophy, and less 
dignified bits. It isn't great 
poetry, it's "small poetry"— not so 
stirring but more comfortable per. 
haps than that about love and 
war. . 

A little book on 'Motor Camp- 
ing" by Porter Varney is our 
particular find It's ninety-three 
pages of fascination, not for the 
fun you get out of reading it. but 
for the things you can do with the 
suggestions later. 

And don't forget ' the older 
favorites such as "National Vel- 
vet," "Not for Heaven," and 
"Twenty Years A-Orowing." FOr 
loan of these and other books for 
warm weather reading, apply to 
your local library or the Exten- 
sion Division.

Young Vegetables 
Often Preferable 

Mature vegetables, though they 
may be large and solid, are often 
less desirable than smaller, 
younger vegetables, according to 
scientists of the Ferry-Morse Seed 
Breeding Institute. 

Root crops — carrot, radish, beet 
and so forth— are not only more 
tender and palatable, but also 
more nourishing when little more 
than half grown. Peas are best 
just before the pods fill cut com- 
pletly, and Summer squash are 
tasty when small, just after the 
bloom has dropped off. 

It is just as true, however, that 
other vegetables should mature 
more completely before being used. 
Tomatoes should be ripened well 
on the vine, as should Winter 
squash. Cantaloupes are at their 
best when they need not be pull- 
ed from the stem, but roll off the 
vine at a touch.

Buy chicken prepared for broil- 
ing. Grease very lightly with but- 
ter or bacon drippings. Season 
with salt and pepper. Use either 
a sizzling platter or broiling pan 
under the broiling unit. Turn oven 
switch to "Broil." Preheat unit' 
and pan 10 minutes. Remove pan 
and place chicken with skin side 
down. Broil 10 minutes in this 
position, then turn and broil skin 
side up for 20 to 30 minutes long- 
er. It may be necessary during 
the last 10 minutes to lower the 
rack somewhat so that the chicken 
will not pick up too heavy a 

brown. 

Veal Chops with Fruit and 
Vegetables 

6 veal chops 

6 medium tomatoes 

1 No. 2 can peas (or leftover 
peas) 

1 No. 2 can apricots 
Set control at 500 degrees. Turn 
oven switch to "Broil;" preheat 10 
minutes. Place the veal chops on 
a slightly greased broiler rack. 
Season with salt and pepper, then 
dot with butter. Butter the bot- 
tom of the broiler pan lightly. 
Arrange on it in rows the toma- 
toes (cut in halves) cut side up; 
the peas; and the apricots, cut 
side down. Season with salt and 
pepper; dot with butter. Place the 
rack with the veal chops on top of 
the food in the broiler pan. Slide 
under the broiler unit and broil 
20 minutes. Turn the chops at 
the end of 10 minutes. (Very thick 
chops may require longer broiling 
time.) 

Broiled Fish * 

Remove rack from broiler pan. 
Grease pan with bacon drippings 
and place fish which has been 
split open flat on pan (skin side 
down). Season with salt, pepper, 
and juice of half a lemon. Spread 
fish with bacon drippings, then 
place pan so that top of fish is 
about two inches from broiling 
heat. Broil until tender and well 
browned. (2o to 35 minutes de- 
pending upon thickness of fish). 
When broiling fish it is not neces- 
sary to turn them, and care should 
be taken when rem ovin g from pan 
to avoid tearing. There will be 
no danger of sticking if strips of 
bacon are placed under the fish. 

Lamb Chops with Pineapple 

Place thick Iamb chops on broil- 
er rack. Broil eight to ten min- 
utes without turning. Then turn 
and broil eight minutes more. 
Place on platter with slices of 
broiled pineapple.

* Summer Hints 

The flavor of iced coffee, one of 
the most popular of summer 
beverages, is further improved if 
frozen coffee cubes are used in 
place of ordinary ice-cubes or 
chopped ice. It prevents diluting of 
the coffee flavor. Many house- 
wives keep a tray of coffee cubes 
in the refrigerator all during the 
summer months.

The soldiers' bonus has so far 
staved only a moderate stimulant 
to business, excepting in a few 
isolated cases, according to reports 
to the Department of Commerce 
from the leading cities of the 
country. Many cities reported that 
the veterans were making good 
use of their compensation checks 
in the payment of debts. In New 
York, few store executives were 
able to trace any appreciable di- 
rect connection between the cur- 
rent increase in retail sales and 
the bonus payment. Some of these 
store officials e xp ressed the be- 
lief, however, that possession of 
the bonus bonds had resulted in 
less hesitancy in spending money. 

In .Chicago, where bonus bonds 
wej« reported to have been cashed 
to the extent of 50%, purchases 
with such funds were reported to 
be extremely conservative. Much 
the same conditions were found 
to exist in Philadelphia, although 
retail trade-in that city during 
the week was swollen to abnormal 
proportions by the presence of the 
Democratic Convention. Cleve 
land reported that bonus checks 
have had very little influence on 
retail sales. 

On the other hand, trade was 
understood to have been stimul 
ated considerably by the bonus in 
Detroit, St. Louis. Los Angeles, 
Jacksonville and Charleston. 

Drought Continues 

White there has been some im 
provement in the drought situa- 
tion in isolated areas the general 
run of reports from the drought 
district was far from encourag- 
ing. Minneapolis reported that 
the drought area was being en- 
larged in the northwest with rain 
badly needed all over Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. From St. Louis 
came the report that crops in the 
growing stages suffered deteriora- 
tion in areas comprising about 
half of the State. Cleveland re- 
ported that the Ohio apple crop 
>will only run about 26% of nor. 
mal wldle the peach crop will not 
turn out better than 10%. Ohio 
wheat, However, is running above 
the averager-Throughout Alabama 
and much of the Tennessee Valley. 
corn, and cotton crops are wither- 
ing in the fields, according to the 
report from Birmingham. More 
favorable reports have come from 
New York State. Virginia. Pennsy- 
lvania, and Washington State. St. 
Louis reported that grasshoppers 
and chinch bugs were doing con- 
siderable damage to crops. 

The reports from industrial 
centers indicated that manufac- 
turing activities are holding up 
well, notwithstanding the fact 
that we are rapidly approaching 
the mid-Summer period when de- 
cllnes\are the usual order. For 
example, Detroit reported that in- 
stead of the usual seasonal reces- 
sion a distinct Improvement is 
being shown in retail trade, in- 
dustrial power sales and automo- 
bile production. In Cleveland, it 
was stated that more building 
trade mechanices are now em- 
ployed than has been the case in 
any period in the last six years. 
The Oreat Lakes Exposition and 
three slum-clearance projects ac- 
count for much of this. Chicago 
reported that construction had 
begun on a new million dollar de- 
partment store and a $100,000 mo- 
tion picture theatre. Twenty-five 
metal working industries in West- 
ern Massachusetts reported 18,024 
employes on June 1 in comparison 
with 15,257 on the same date last 
year.

■HTHE new dirigible, Hindenburg, 
off to an auspicious start on its 
twenty crossings of the North At- 
lantic in demonstration transport 
service between the United States 
and Germany this summer, has 
settled down to a busy routine of 
methodical operation and until mid- 
October will move to and from Lake.

On the first four crossings the 
airship carried capacity passenger 
bookings, and travel wise persons 
are making reservations well la 
advance. The dirigible, described at 
a complete "flying hotel," accom- 
modates fifty passengers and has 
capacity for more than thirteen tons 
of freight, mail and ba ggag e the 
biggest payload ever to be lifted 
by aa aircraft .. 
Servicing of the huge ship oa 



each of Its subsequent overnight 
visits to Lakehunt can be complet- 
ed in ten hours, according to W. B. 
Butler, Diesel engineer of the Esso 
Marketers, who directs the loading 
of 16,000 gallons of fuel for the 
dirigible's four new engines on each 
arrival in the United States. Lifting 
gas and provisions are replenished 
at the same time the fuel goes 
aboard, the whole operation par- 
alleling the fast turnabout of the 
express ocean liners in port. 

The above sketch of the Hinden- 
burg illustrates Hie giant hall of 
the ship containing sixteen rifting 
gas cells.

VIOLATING THIS ORDINANCE 
TO DRIVE ANY SUCH MOTOR 
VEHICLE, ENGINE dOR TRAIN. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Board 
of Supervisors of Princess Anne 
County : to 

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to drive or opera to. jmy-auto- 
mobile or other motor vehicle, car, 
truck, engine, or train, while un- 
der the influence of alcohol, 
brandy, rum, whiskey, gin, wine, 
beer, lager beer, ale, porter, stout, 
or any other liquid, beverage or 
article containing alcohol or while 
under the influence of any nar- 
cotic drug, or any other self- 
administered intoxicant or drug 
of whatsoever nature. 

Any person who violates any 
provision of this act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, punishabte by 
a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars nor more than one 
thousand dollars or imprisonment 
for not tees than one month nor 
more than six months, either or 
both to the discretion of the court 
or Jury trying the same, for a first 
offense, and the court may, hi Its 
discretion, suspend the sentence 
during the good behavior of the 
person convicted.

relatives. Farms abandoned dur- 
ing yeans when industry prospered 
have been resettled, and unoccup- 
ied farm houses located in going 
farms have been reomipied. 

Not all of these persons return- 
ing to the soil have been unem- 
ployed, nor have all who returned 
remained unemployed. Many hav- 
ing or finding part-time work in 
villages, towns, or cities have sup- 
plemented their industrial income 
with rural living. In some areas, 
the increase in the farm popula- 
tion reflects the movement of per- 
sons from drought-stricken anas 
to regions blessed by more ram- 
fall. Separate census reports have 
been devoted to farm migration 
and part-time fanners. 

Decreases JICpw "• 

Partly offsetting this marked. 
increase have been the decreases 
in the number of persons living on 
farms in several areas. Regions of 
greatest decline in farm popula- 
tion included the tobacco-cotton 
area in northeastern North Caro- 
lina, the Yazoo-Mississippi Delta, 
the Black Belt of Texas, south- 
western Oklahoma, the old plant- 
ation section of Georgia, and the 
drought-stricken area extending 
from Montana eastward to west- 
em Iowa and southwestern Mm 
nesota. In the States most ser 
iously affected by the drought, 
many of the irrigated areas show 
only small decreases and some 
even considerable increases in the 
number of persons residing on 
farms. 

The "back-to-the-land" move- 
ment, the checking of the migra- 
tion of farm folks to cities, and 
the drought have changed the dis- 
tribution of the farm population 
within the last five years. In the 
shifts that have occurred 35 States 
made gams and 13 States show 
losses in their farm population. 
The Northern States and Western 
States as groups had a slightly 
larger proportion of the Nation's 
farm population in 1935 than in

HOTTEST JUNE DAY FOR 63 YEARS 
IS REPORTED BY WEATHER BUREAU 



Although mean temperature 
and precipitation figures for June 
were normal, the last day of the 
month was the hottest recorded 
locally in the 63 years during 
which tempertaure records have 
been collected. C. R. White/of the 
Weather Bureau at Cape Henry, 
reported this week in his monthly 
meteorological survey. On that 
day, the official reading stood at 
189 degrees, although usually re- 
Uable thermometers placed to the 
sun on the ground recorded the 
abnormally high figure of 114 de- 
grees. 




Rain which feU during the 
month to a total depth of 3.81 
inches broke the long drought 
which had held the county in its 
grip and brought a measure of 
hope to farmers whom fields were 
lying parched and burning to the 
hot sun. On the fourth day. 1.48 
inches of rain feU, the greatest 
precipitation during M boon to 
the month. In spite of the rain- 
fall, which was .15 



the normal for 63 years, many of 
the crops on county farms were 
reported considerably damaged. 
Thunderstorms were recorded on 
June 4, 13, 13, 18. 21, 28 and 38, 
with the wind reaching gale pro- 
portions on June 4 and 30. 

Thirteen days of the month 
were clear, 9 partly cloudy and 8 
cloudy. Prevailing winds blew 
from the southwest, with a total 
movement of 7.616 mites at an 
average hourly velocity of 11 
miles per hour. The maximum 
velocity for the month was re- 
corded on June 4, when a north- 
west wind dashed through Uus 
section at the rate of 44 miles per 
hour.

80 much misinformation and 
misguided sentiment has clouded 
the issue of public welfare in past 
years that It is difficult today to 
separate the truth from a growing 
mass of fiction. Yet, from the 
wealth of argument surrounding 
the modern conception of welfare 
work several facts are self-evi- 
dent; facts which must be borne 
in mind at this time when the 
county fathers are determining 
the extent of their participation— 
or lack of such— in the broad pro- 
gram recently developed by the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare, of which Arthur James Is 
director. 

First and most important is the 
fact of present expenditures. Here 
In Princess Anne county, the 
Board of Supervisors is spending 
annually a matter of $10,000 for 
services which are classifiable un- 
der the general heading of wel- 
fare. These services, which in- 
clude public relief, hospitalisation 
and the like, are performed with- 
out reliable or responsible investi- 
gation by a trained agent and the 
amount of relief so accorded rests 
In the final analysis with the 
members of the board, no one of 
which may establish himself as a 
trained social worker. 

The injustices resulting from 
such a haphazard method of wel- 
fare work— if such it may be call- 
ed—even forgetting the impetus 
go afforded for petty politicking, 
are too evident to need elabora- 
tion. Families are placed on re- 
lief which have Independent in- 
comes; some are given more funds 
than are necessary, while others 
must limp along on an amount 
that is' ridiculously small and piti- 
ably Insufficient. These things 
occur, we would point out, without 
the knowledge of those who pass 
upon their requests and, often, 
without the knowledge of their 
neighbors. No one untrained in 
the way of modern social investi- 
gation may expect anything dif- 
ferent. 

We have stressed this fact as 
most important. That is so, how- 
ever, only insofar as our immedi- 
ate pocketbooks are concerned, for 
the value of a proper welfare de- 
partment ultimately reaches far 
beyond such immediate financial 
consideration. And. be it noted, 
this value is not to be had with- 
out the services of a trained work- 
er who may utilise the broad ex- 
perience, background and facili- 
of a competently-functioning 
department. 

it is in the field of adjusting 
persons to an environment beset 
with complexes that welfare finds 
its highest meaning and its true 
sphere of action. Immediate re. 
lief, the doling out of cash and 
groceries to those without food or 
shelter, is a service which cannot 
be overlooked, but much more im- 
portant is this matter of adjust- 
ment, for it is from the lack of 
such assistance that spring the 
thief, the murderer, the insane, 
the pervert and all who find 
themselves without the fold of 
law-abiding healthy Society. Here, 
we assert, is the growing field of 
governmental action in the in - 
of its citizens, for today one 
of every twelve tax dollars

Working co- 
operatively and sympathetically 
with these people in the time of 
their youth, smoothing out the 
wrinkles of maladjustment, both 
mental and physical, win mean 
a gradual decrease in the 
present appalling number which 
find their way annually into pri- 
sons, insane asylums, almshouses 
and institutions for the care of 
those afflicted with social dis- 
eases. 

And the cost of such trained 
service, let it be remembered, be- 
cause of the assistance given by 
the State, will not exceed that 
now borne here each year. In- 
deed, it is quite probable that the 
funds so expended, even consider- 
ing the broader aspects of wel- 
fare work which would be intro- 
duced here, win be decreased, for 
guidance and intelligent assis- 
tance, rather than the appropria- 
tion of money, are the instruments 
most properly utilized by the 
social worker. 

It is our thought that the coun- 
ty administration cannot overlook 
this offer of assistance and co- 
operation. That the people of the 
county want such a department 
was evidenced in the generous 
support accorded to this move- 
ment when first introduced last 
fan, and the cause of good govern- 
ment, of proper attention to the 
needs of our residents, demand its 
adoption.

Unless Immediate steps are 
taken to curb the appalling im- 
morality and rowdyism that are 
now flaunted without molestation 
in and near Chesapeake Beach, 
the once thriving community of 
year-round residences may be- 
come as deserted as Dead Man's 
Gulch. Such was the substance 
of a report on prevailing condi- 
tions given to the Board of Super- 
visors by developers of the com- 
munity at the meeting held Mon- 
day. 

Speeding motorists threaten the 
lives of young children; property 
is invaded and destroyed without 
fear of punishment; orgies that 
are indescribable are held on the 
beach, of ten in full view of women 
and children; vile language and 
equally vile actions wait neither 
for the cloak of darkness nor the 
privacy of a secluded spot; 
drunkenness is rampant; disorder 
is the rule. Yet, in spite of many 
pleas for police protection, no- 
thing has been done to curb and 
correct a situation which threat 
ens one of the fastest-growing 
communities of the county. Little 
wonder that those who have work- 
ed for years to develop comfort- 
able homes in a pleasing locality 
should now be willing to seU their 
residences for any amount they 
can get. 

Investigation discloses that the 
parties responsible for this condi- 
tion come mostly from Norfolk, 
South Norfolk and Portsmouth. 
There, if one will question the 
cheaper sort of corner hangout, 
the word is that "Chesapeake 
Beach is wide open, a place where 
anything goes." Needless to say, 
those who seek their recreation in 
such an evlronment flock to the 
charming resort in increasing 
numbers, spurn the desire of the 
residents for law and order and 
proceed to do exactly as they 
please. And "as they please" is 
quite beyond our powers of de- 
scription. 

Some measure of protection will 
be worked out by the county chief 
of police and the sheriff, the 
board told the committee of com- 
plainants. How much protection 
this wiU be, whether it will serve 
to drive away from Chesapeake 
Beach the undesirable element or 
whether it will increase the brazen- 
ness now in evidence remain to be 
seen. Certain it is that a few half- 
hearted investigations will not ac- 
complish the desired result, and, 
if we may so assert, the com- 
munity is entitled to a fuU mea- 
sure of protection at all hours of 
the day and night. 

What is most needed here, and 
what must come eventually, is a 
definite increase in the size of the 
county police force. No three or 
four men can be expected to police 
with any degree of thoroughness 
or effectiveness, the large and 
rapidly filling territory that is 
Princess Anne county, and those 
residing here are entitled to prop-

A somewhat similar idea is con- 
tained in a more modem story, 
"Acres of Diamonds." Literature, 
in fact, is filled with allusions to 
this philosophical truth, that the 
"fortune," which every young man, 
and- in this day and age, nearly 
every young woman, hopes to find 
at the end of the rainbow, may be 
discovered Just beyond the rising 
sun. 

It is not commonplace to com- 
ment that men love to roam. This 
restless attitude Is to the blood. 
We, or later generations, perhaps, 
have inherited it from our pioneer 
ancestors. In a day and age when 
the oldest son of the English fam- 
ily inherited the title and the 
family estate, the younger 



were wont to wander, often far 
afield, in search of fame and for- 
tune. It was this restlessness that 
brought the ancient nations to 
England. The same spirit carried 
them across the seven seas, to 
Australia, to New Zealand, to 
Canada, to the colonies here that 
spread westward under the same 
impetus to populate a huge con- 
tinent. 

And perhaps it is a part of our 
inheritance that our young men 
and young women should leave 
the farm, go out into the con- 
gested cities, and erect for them- 
selves new homes amid conditions 
they consider more to their tastes, 
believe more suited to their talents. 

increasingly we have done this, 
as our country began to develop 
great business centers. And in- 
creasingly, also, those who went 
away from the old homes, have 
turned their eyes, in their later 
years, toward the scenes that in 
the dim distance of their dreams, 
became gilded with a charm in 
which they seemed to see some- 
thing of the opportunities which 
did not appear when their eyes, 
in youth, were dazzled by the gla- 
mor of romance Just over the roll- 
ing huls and beyond, where the 
pathway dipped below the hori- 
zon to the land of hope, where 
might lie the glimmering fortunes 
that would end their wanderlust. 
' Someone has said. "There is not 
a clerk in a department store in 
New York, in Chicago, in any big 
city, who does not dream of a 
home in the country in which to 
spend his declining years." 

Doubtless most of these dreams 
never will be realized. But it is 
significant that they should form 
so large a part of the thought of 
those who miss in their lives the 
charm of rural environment. 

It is pertinent, too, that the ru- 
ral conditions which were so 
prominent a part of country life 
not so long ago, no longer exist. 
Such mundane things as running 
water, bathrooms, electric light, 
up-to-date refrigeration, good 
roads, automobiles, tracks, and all 
the paraphernalia that is found 
in the modem city apartment 
have become matters of common 
usage in almost any well-regulated 
rural household. Such things as 
schools have become a part of 
rural life, in comparison with 
which, even the best of city 
schools of not so many genera- 
tions since, were almost crude in 
their equipment. 

This is not to wax eloquent over 
the advantages of country life in 
America. But it seems true that 
Buch life, such rural living condi- 
tions, often excel in their con 
veniences and their comforts, the 
best of city living conditions not 
so very long ago. 

A great educator, some years 
ago, the head of a well-known ag 
ricultural college to the pioneer 
state of Utah, remarked in an ad- 
dress that his great aim was to 
educate the young men of his in- 
stitution to become successful 
farmers; and the young women 
who came there, to become suc- 
cessful farmers' wives. 

Enthusiasm is engendered by 
the picture suggested by such an 
aim. But it is Interesting that 
the development of successful 
farmers, and of successful farm- 
ers' wives are among the big 
things that not only educators, 
but whole departments of state 
and federal governments are at- 
tempting to bring about. The al- 
ready weU developed 4-H clubs for 
boys and girls and the equally im- 
portant home demonstration 
groups, are but phases of the 
movement that is undertaking to 
bring to the attention of our peo- 
ple, the right sort of development 
sort of education, for 



those who have been fortunate 
enough to have inherited directly 
a home to the country, and an ap- 
preciation of what it means to live 
there. 

We must expect our young 
pie to watch the rainbow 
dream of the pot of gold at its end. 
But we expect also that they win 
understand that the great fortune 
of which they dream Is not to be 
acquired without neat effort. The 
fair picture that jhey builds from 
the clouds of a summer sky may 
be but the mirage that toads on 
and on— to nothing. The acres 
of diamonds may lie close at home 
but cannot be reaped without 
strict application to the great 
tasks of life, wherever they may 
be. It was the mighty effort of 
the three sons in the Persian tale 
that disclosed the fortune in the 
father's orchard. 

It is also true that afte* the 
glow of the bright afternoon sun,, 
yes, and the evening's darkening 
pictures have passed that one may 
realize, even if he is a young and 
enthusiastic young man or woman 
with romance in his heart, and 
zeal in his strong body that the 
fortune of which youth dreams 
may be right here where the land 
is broad, where the scent of grow- 
ing things is sharp, where life and 
love are just as interesting and 
Just as real as in the far away 
places that lie over the hills or in 
the congested cities.— Rappahan- 
nock Times. 



HOLC ENDS ACTIVITIES; 
SAVED 1,016,14* HOMES 



In accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Home Owners Loan 
Act of 1933, the refunding of dis- 
tress mortgages of the HOLC end* 
ed at midnight June 12, three 
years from the date the act was"" 
signed by President Roosevelt. No 
more loans will be made by the 
organization. 

Up to May 28, HOLC had closed 
1,016,142 loans on urban homes 
throughout the country to a total 
of 63,081,893,559 and practically 
every eligible application for this 
relief received was completed as a 
loan. The original past-due 
mortgages of. the borrowers were 
taken up b> the Corporation 
through exchange of its bonds 
with the former mortgage holders. 

Except for the first 290,000 bor- 
rowers, whose loans cover a period 
of 12 years, the remaining 726,000 
loans, under the act as amended, 
extend over a 15-year term, re- 
payable at the rate of $7.01 
monthly per thousand dollars. In- 
cluding principal and interest at 
5 per cent. This amounts to $24 
per month on the average loan>* 
which was $3,026, The long teitti 
and low rate make these loans the 
most liberal and convenient ever 
granted to home owners up to the 
time the HOLC began its activity. 
HOLC mortgages give the borrow- 
ers an annual saving of 60 minion 
dollars in the reduction from the 
interest rates they had paid on 
the loans taken over and to the 
elimination of renewal charges. 

Under the pressure of acute 
need HOLC stopped the«*wave of 
home foreclosures which had 
reached the record of 1,000 dally 
when the Roosevelt administra- 
tion took charge. — Fauquier 
Democrat.

Trade in a number of cities over 
the country has begun to feel the 
deferred effects of bonus money, 
according to reports to the De- 
partment of Commerce from lead- 
ing trade centers. In San Fran- 
cisco it was stated that June col- 
lections were better than for 5 
years, sustaining somewhat the 
reports that considerable amount 
of bonus funds was going into the 
payment of old accounts. A survey 
of bonus spending in Birmingham 
indicated varying results. For 
exa m p l e, one large department 
store, appealing to the industrial 
population, reported that June 
cash business increased 79% over 
a year ago. Another department 
atojprin the same city with a gen- 
eral merchandising appeal report- 
ed the largest sales increase to 
June for any month this year. 
Still another merchandising house 
stated that there had been no 
change to June business. 
Car Sales Gain 
m Birmingham as well as in 
other cities substantial increases 
were reported in the sales of both 
used and new cars. From Char- 
leston came the word that the 
soldiers' bonus had stimulated 
trade in general throughout South 
Carolina. In Seattle It was stated 
that the bonus 'payment was to 
some extent responsible for a 
sharp increase in department 
store sates over the same week 
test year while funds derived from 
the same source were stimulating 
down payments on. properties. In 
Los Angeles retail trade continued 
to benefit from favorable season- 
able weather and Increased cash 
to circulation, bonus payments 
presumably accounted for a por- 
tion of the tetter factor. 

It was reported in Memphis that 
retail lines were reflecting the 
benefits of conservative spending 
of bonus funds as well as pay- 
ments of old accounts and June 
department store sales were 16 to 
25% ahead of last year. A num- 
ber of Important cities on the 
other hand failed to report any 
pronounced pick-up In business as 
a result of the bonus. These In- 
cluded New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Boston and Cincinnati. 
Trade Still Gaining 
Despite the widespread drought 
menace trade in substantially all 
of the more important centers 
continued to run well ahead of 
last year. Wholesale lines were 
likewise active with preparations 
underway for an active Fall sea- 
son. Chicago reported that orders 
from agricultural areas continued 
unchanged at a high level hot- 
withstanding the drought in many 
parts of the West. 

The report quite generally gave 
evidence of the fact that Amert 
cans more and more are motor 
car conscious. For example, Dallas 
reported that registrations for the 
first half of the year were equal 
to almost 70% of the total regis- 
trations last year. In New York 
auto sales held up well regardless 
of rather cool weather and gaso- 
line consumption was reported as 
running from 5 to 8% ahead of 
a year ago.

To swell the ever-widening 
stream of Bottthernxovels comes 
"GoW^with the Wind," by Mar- 
garet Mitchell, a thousand-page 
historical romance of Civil War 
Reconstruction days hi Georgia. 
This Is more than a first novel of 
rare promise; It is a maturely 
conceived, splendidly written piece 
of work which makes a significant 
contribution to Southern fiction. 
Even the very successful "So Red 
the Rose," by Stark Young, a 
novel with much the same pano- 
rama and purposes, must yield the 
accolade to "Gone with the 
Wind." i 

' Comparison of these two books 
is well nigh inescapable: both 
novels describe scenes of civil life 
touched only Intermittently by 
actual strife of the war; and both 
novels progress through the inter- 
action of a large group of char- 
acters. The superiority of Miss 
Mitchell's work lies in her much 
more acute sense of the dramatic 
and in the sparkling vitality of her 
characters. Mr. Young's people 
are carefully drawn but are rather 
colorless and a little anaemic. The 
events of his book progress stead- 
ily but flatly: they never rise to 
the pitch of great and memorable 
scenes. 

"Gone with the Wind," however, 
presents a wide array of char- 
acters—plantation owners, slaves, 
"crackers," beaux and belles — 
possessed of a vigor and variety 
which herald the creative ingen 
uity of their author. This gallery 
is dominated by Scarlett O'Hara, 
a bewitching rogue of a girl with 
green eyes, a tangle of black curls, 
the smallest waist in the county 
and a sharp-witted, materialistic 
intelligence very reminiscent of 
Becky Sharpe. She is one of the 
most brilliant characters of mod- 
ern Southern fiction, an hypocrit- 
ical minx with imperious desires 
and the ceaseless energy to pursue 
them. In splendid contrast to her 
is Melanie Wilkes, In whom all the 
best of the old Southern code Is 
not so much a pattern of behavior 
as the very stuff of her character. 
She is Intensely devoted to Scar- 
lett, who, really caring nothing for 
her,/ paradoxically twice saves her 
life and 'befriends her in the 
wretched, chaotic times Immedi- 
ately following the war. 

If Scarlett betrays some re- 
semblance to Becky Sharpe, Miss 
Mitchell's narrative method is 
likewise, in certain respects, simi- 
lar to Thackeray's. "Gone with 
the Wind" rises frequently to 
powerful, dramatic situations 
which form a flashing series of 
brilliantly memorable scenes. Miss 
Mitchell sets the stage for one of 
these at a fashionable party to 
the home of Melanie Wilkes. On 
the afternoon of the, ball Scarlett 
has been discovered to the arms 
of Ashley, Melanie's husband, and 
the news has spread at once. Only 
the Insistence of her 



she enters Melanie's home, all 
conversation stops as the guests 
become tense with curiosity to see 
what will happen. Down the row 
of people who have instinctively 
parted before Scarlett and her 
husband hurries. Melanie. With 
fierce pride she grasps Scarlett's 
arm and, half turning to her 
guests, insists In a loud voice that 
Scarlett Join her to the receiving 
line. Even as set down here, strip- 
ped of necessary antecedent pro- 
gression of circumstance and the 
panoply of descriptive detail, the 
situation bristles with dramatic 
effectiveness. 
The characters and situations 
"Gone with the Wind" are set 
against a turbulent, colorful back- 
ground, animated by bold strokes 
of detail. Opening amidst the 
gaiety of social life on the planta- 
tions of North Georgia just before 
the war, the novel soon shifts 
scene to Atlanta where the greater 
part of the story comes to pass. 
Here are described the feverish 
activities of the earlier days of 
the war, the terror of Sherman's 
siege of Atlanta, and the utter 
sack of the city. Then follows a 
harsh interlude in the first bare 
months after the close of hostili- 
ties when Scarlett, fleeing back to 
the plantation of her family, must 
grub in the fields for subsistence. 
But, winning through her diffi- 
culties. Scarlett returns to the 
city; the latter portion of the 
novel pictures the rise and growth 
of Atlanta through the vicissitudes 
of Reconstruction. 

"Gone with the Wind" Is a 
splendid historical novel, In which 
a group of fascinating characters, 
caught in the web of circum- 
stances, move through swift events 
of the exciting decade of the 
Sixties.

rich pay- 
Many of our citizens really be- 
lieve that a tax stays where It is 
originally put. They think that 
when the railroads, the utilities, 
the manufacturers and the mer- 
chants are taxed that the owners 
pay the levy entirely out of their 
own pockets. They do not see 
where the tax burden finally rests, 
because most of the time this is 
carefully hidden by those levying 
the tax. 

As a matter of fact every dollar 
added to taxes is a dollar added 
to the cost of living, and approxi- 
mately a fifth of the nation's in- 
come goes for taxation. Most of 
us, even though we may not pay 
income taxes, foot our share of the 
bill to proportion to the number 
of things we buy and the amount 
of money we spend. LS 

Every time we ride ott a train 
or to a bus, every time we switch 
on an electric light or turn on the 
gas, we pay taxes. Every time we 
buy food or clothing, pay our rent 
or board, the Government extracts 
its part from us. We begin to pay 
hidden taxes on a loaf of bread 
when the farmer pays his tax at 
the court house, and before the 
bread gets to us more than 50 
taxes have been, piled on to the 
loaf. On a 15-cent package of 
cigarettes we pay a 40 per cent 
stamp tax, and in many states the 
taxes are more than the actual 
price of the tobacco. We pay a 
levy on our telephone bill, our ad- 
mission to the movies, our tele- 
grams, our gasoline. 

It is Impossible to escape the tax 
collector. That is why we should 
be interested to what our govern- 
ment costs.— Waynesboro News- 
Virginian.

Flower Pests and Diseases 

A SURE-FIRE way to defeat cer- 
tain flower diseases is, of 
course, to plant disease-resistant 
strains such as rust-resistant snap- 
dragon and wilt-resistant aster. 

But the only way to combat in- 
sect pests Is to spray or dust 
plants with Insecticides. 

An early season pest is leaf 
beetle, a chewing insect whose 
presence Is Indicated by discolored 
or dropping leaves. It Is found 
most often on alyssum, slnnla, 
marigold, and annual phlox. Bor- 
deau dust is an effective repellant 

Principal victims of the cutworm, 
a chewli ; Insect which cuts plants 
off at the ground, are the snap 
dragon, aster, petunia and verbena. 
To combat It, place about a spoon- 
ful of poison bran bait around the 
base of each plant 

Aphis, sucking insects, bother 
almost all the popular flowers with 
the exception of the slnnla. They 
promote wilting and cans* light 
spots to appear on the npper aids of 
the leaves. A contact poison (pyre- 
thrum or nicotine sulphate ban) 
should be sprayed oa the Insects. 

Downy mildew Is a Fall disease. 
It shows np white all over the plant 
and discolors to Mack, killing 
leaves and causing stems to rot. 
Zinnia is its particular pray, al- 
though petunia, phlox and others 
also are affected. As a r 
flowers of sulphur should be 
on. very lightly, and the 
repeated.

They 
are one of the delicately colored 
fruits which are more easily work- 
ed into party and guest dinner 
combinations than the more 
harshly colored fruits. Peaches 
really help considerably hi break- 
ing up a monotonous summer diet. 

Get going on your '36 peach 
campaign with these timely sug- 
gestions: 

Peach Cobbler 

4 c. firm sliced peaches 
1 c. sugar 
*/« c. water 

Enough pastry for a deep 
baking dish. 
Slice peaches in usual slices, 
moderately thick. Make a syrup 
of the sugar and water; boll for 
three minutes; turn the peaches 
into the syrup and cook gently 
until tender. While peaches are 
cooking prepare the pastry. Line 
sides of baking dish with pastry; 
lift the peaches out and line the 
bottom of dish; dot with butter 
and a dusting of flour; repeat 
until all is used. Pour on the 
juice and cover top with pastry, 
same as making pie. Make gener- 
ous opening in top of center; cook 
30 to 40 minutes at 400°. 
Peach lee Cream 

1 qt. sweet cream 

t at. soft peaches 

3 c. sugar 
Peel and mash or put through 
a strainer the peaches; to them 
add two cups of sugar; to the 
cream add the other cup of sugar 
and the vanilla; Put the cream 
into the freezer and when it 
begins to freeze add the fruit; 
continue freezing until hard 
enough to pack. The amount of 
sugar depends somewhat on how 
much acid the fruit has. Less 
cream and some milk makes a 
good cream, but not quite so rich. 
Some like a custard with the fruit 
added. When this is used make 
one quart of custard for one quart 
of peaches after peeled and mash- 
ed. Let the custard be cooled be- 
fore using and follow directions 
as in the other recipe. 
Peach Sherbet 

1 qt. mashed peaches 

3 c. milk 

1 c. cream 

3 c. sugar 

Scald milk and add sugar and 
let cool, add cream, turn into 
freezer and when partly frozen 
add peaches. Freeze till hard and 
pack to ripen for at least one 
hour.

1 lb. peach pulp (Imperfect

I lb. sugar

4 qto. peaches 
6 c. vinegar

ft lb. raisins 

% lb. white mustard seed 

5 oa. scraped ginger root

Peel peaches and remove stones. 
Add I c. vinegar to each 4 qto. 
and cook until soft. Add 
cup of vinegar, K c.

2 ounces scraped ginger root, 1 
ounce red peppers and 1 ounce 
garlic. Mix ingredients wen and 
add 2 c. vinegar. Boil mixture IS 
minutes. Pack into clean, hot 
jars and seal at once. Peach chut- 
ney may be used as ketchup. 
To Peel Peaches Par Pickles 
Put 1 tbsp. red seal lye into 1 
gallon water, keep at boiling point. 
Dip 5 or 6 peaches in at a time 
for a minute, more or less, remove, 
drop into a pan of cold water, rub 
off the skin or peeling with a 
coarse cloth. Change the cold 
water occasionally if many are 
fixed, and use fresh water. Also 
rinse the cloth as it takes a rough 
cloth to remove skins. A wire 
strainer makes a good receptacle 
with which to dip peaches. Do 
not ice or chill peaches— they are 
much sweeter when kept from the 
ice. However, keep In a cool 
place. For seasonings use cinnam- 
on and lemon juice.

Announcement of a 

I by which to measure 
cost of tfte, county govem- 
Vlrginia on a truly com- 
parative basis is described by the 
tfcrginfci State Chamber of Com- 
merce in its publication. The 
Commonwealth. The standard, 
created by the Virginia State 
Planning Board and shortly to be 
distributed in one of its reports, 
is in reality a new approach to 
the problem of evaluating county 
expenditures. It is the outcome 
Of research studies made by the 
Board on the basis of audits of the 
ha n d l e d counties by the State 
Auditor of Public Accounts. 

The study presents a sliding 
scale by which county and state 
officers, the Virginia Commission 
on County Government, for whose 
use the report was prepared, and 
others may draw their own con 
elusions. The Board has made no 
attempt to criticise or recommend. 
The study shows how the costs 
for the various types of services 
are running in all parts of the 

Some of the counties have ex- 
f or certain items which 
are so far out of line with those 
of more than 90 per cent of the 
Other counties that they cannot 
properly be included in state aver- 
ages, therefore, the Board has 
omitted them. For an instance, 
the Chamber points out, the coun- 
ties of Henrico, Warwick, Eliza- 
beth City and Arlington are not 
Included In obtaining the average 
cost per square mile for assess- 
ment, collection and disbursement 
of taxes, because their expendi- 
tures are far greater than any of 
the other counties. It also points 
out that these counties are part 
, w a group of counties close to 
cttfafcs and that near-urban condi- 
tions exist. The averages present- 
ed, therefore, are not true aver- 
ages for the state, but "average 
experience" tables, showing what 
most of the counties pay for 
specific services. Counties out-of- 
line in expenditures for any of the 
Items surveyed, are being studied 
to ascertain if conditions of a 
local nature are responsible for 
these excessive costs.

To show Virginians the romance, 
resources, history and progress of 
their own state is one of the ob- 
jectives of a guide book now be- 
ing compiled by the Federal Writ- 
ers Project of W. P. A., according 
to Dr. H. J. Eckenrode, state his- 
torian and director of the project 
to Virginia. 

The Virginia volume will be one 
unit of a nation-wide tour book, 
"The American Guide," which will 
be issued froni editorial head- 
quarters in Washington. 

Ctansrehenslve Survey 

"Much of the Information for 
the American Guide." Dr. Ecken- 
rode said today, "is from scatter- 
ed sources not conveniently avail- 
able to the general reader. The 
500-page book on Virginia, like 
those prepared in other states, 
will be a kind of American Bae- 
deker, and will present the most 
comprehensive survey of Virginia 
and Virginia life ever published 
wtihin the covers of a single vol- 
ume." 

About 78 research workers, 
writers and editors are employed 
In the project. Some sixty of these 
people are on relief. They collect 
material in the field or in the 
libraries of Richmond, Norfolk, 
Roanoke, Fredericksburg a n d 
Charlottesville and are working 
under the direction of supervisors. 

The remainder of the staff in- 
cludes professional writers, editors 
and other non-relief employees in 
Richmond who compile and revise 
the data submitted from the field, 
and work in close contact with 
general headquarters of the pro- 
ject In Washington. 

In Two Sections 

To date the field workers have 
sent more than 800 manuscripts 
to the state editorial office at 11 
South 12th Street, Richmond, 
where they are filed in a morgue 
patterned ' after that of the New 
York World. 

When complete the Virginia 
Guide will embrace two main divi- 
sions, one describing the history, 
literature, arts, sciences, indus- 
tries, traditions, scenic attractions 
and vital interests of the state; 
and the other presenting a series 
of tours, to locate points of inter- 
est along the highways and ans- 
wer questions likely to arouse the 
traveler's curiosity. 

Special articles by thirty au- 
thoritative writers will introduce 
the survey of Virginia life and 
lore. Dr. Sidney B. Hall, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, has 
written an editorial on education 
in the state. Dr. Arthur C. 
Bevans, State Geologist, discusses 
geology, and there is a contribu- 
tion on paleontology by Dr. Roy 
L. Holden of the Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute. Virginia flora 
will be treated by Professor A. B. 
Massey of Virginia Polytechnic 
institute; archeology and Indians 
by Paul W. Day of the National 
Pack Service; various phases of 
Virginia history by Dr. H. J. Eck- 
enrode, state historian; industry 
and commerce by J. Malcolm 
Bridges; agriculture by G. W. 
Koiner; government by Dr. G. W. 
Spicer; architecture by Henry 
Irving Brock of the New York 
Times; and art and literature by 
Aubrey Boyd. 

Among other special features 
are essays on folk lore and folk- 
ways, social life, contemporary 
culture, transportation, parks, and 
a calendar of annual special 
events in Virginia. 

Explaining the need for the 
publication, Frank A. Browning, 
assistant to the director, said 
"There are several excellent guide 
books in print, notably that of the 
American Automobile Association 
and the Key to Inscriptions of 
Virginia Highway Historical 
Markers, issued in 1932 by the 
State Commission on Conserva- 
tion and Development. The pur- 
pose of the present compilation 
Is to supplement rather than to 
supplant the existing guides. It 
will combine a detailed survey 
with tour descriptions, correlat- 
ing the history of Virginia with 
roads and regions where history 
was made. 

"While of value for factual re- 
ference in schools and libraries, 
the book should interest all travel- 
ers who wish to understand as 
well, as to 'see and admire' the 
country they pass through.

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THE MAGIC OF FILTERS 





The best eloud effects are ob- 
tained by using a yellow filter 
over tho lens. A medium yel- 
low filter, K-2, was used for 
the picture above, taken 
with a shutter speed of 1/100 
second, aperture, f.6.3. A light- 
er yellow filter, K-1, caught 
the clouds In the right hand 
picture at 1/25 at fill. 

WITH all conditions' seemingly 
perfect for a glorious landscape 
picture, how does it sometimes hap- 
pen that those beautiful clouds are 
scarcely noticeable in the print and 
the distant hills just barely visible? 
Maybe because when we took the 
picture we did not use a small 
enough lens opening, but even that 
would not always be the answer. 

The failure Is more likely due to 
the tact that we did not use a filter, 
that magical little gadget of colored 
gelatine fixed between glass, discs, 
which, when placed over the lens, 
changes the effect on the film of the 
different rays of the spectruffl. 

Just what Is the property In a 
filter that so cleverly captures the 
beauty of clouds and helps to bring 
out distant detail? It Is its color 
that makes the difference and 
generally yellow filters are used. 
The reason Is that in photography 
the Invisible ultra-violet ray of the 
spectrum and the violet and blue 
rays do most of the recording of 
Images, and on all types of film 
their effect tends to predominate 
regardless of variation la the sen- 
sitivity of different types to differ- 
ent colors. Yellow, of a certain qual- 
ity.

He said that official reports of 
the U. 8. Bureau of Public Roads 
placed at $816,852,000 the total 
national cost of state gasoline 
taxes in 1935. an all-time high re- 
cord. Federal gasoline taxes in 
the same year cost $172,262,000 
additional, making the total na- 
tional gasoline tax bill $789,114,- 
000 as compared with $735,136,000 
in 1934. Gasoline taxes, he con- 
tinued, made up the larger part 
of the 1935 automotive tax bill of 
more than $1,000,000,000. 

"It looks as if the highway users 
of this cqunty, by paying gasoline 
taxes on top of all their other 
taxes, are doing their share to 
meet the cost of roads," said Mr. 
Kornegay. "The gasoline tax has 
been a good revenue producer, and 
has been popular where tax rates 
have been kept r asonable and the 
revenue has been used-Tor roads. 
There is considerable opposition, 
however, to high tax rates, to use 
of the income for any purpose 
other than roads, and particularly 
to the duplicating federal gasoline 
tax, which should be repealed."

THE dark spots of yesterday are 
becoming the cozy corners' of to- 
day, thanks to modern architecture 
and lighting. 

Many a home has an alcove or 
window seat that has long beep the 
despair of the family, at least insofar 
as decoration is concerned. Gener- 
ally, these areas are sufficiently 
pleasant looking by day, but at night 
they often fade into a background of 
shadow that robs them of their nat- 
ural beauty and charm. Moreover, 
frequently they are useless for read- 
ing, sewing or studying, because no 
original provision was made for. 
lighting them. 

The moderr. trend in architecture, 
which carefully conserves space, and 



permits none to be wasted, lights 
these alcoves and window seats from 
above. In many cases, particularly in 
the newer houses, a panel of glass 
with a light above it is built into the 
ceiling, directly overhead. This panel 
may contain either clear or colored 
fight, or a combination of both. The 
decorative effect is completed by 
placing statuettes or other ornaments 
on wall pedestals at either side of a 
picture. 

Sometimes a desk is placed along- 
side the alcove or window seat, and 
the overhead lighting panel is called 
upon to provide illumination for it. 
This practice is frowned upon by 
lighting specialists, who point out 
that lighted ceiling panels rarely pro- 
vide sufficient light for such pur- 
poses. Every desk, they claim, should 



have its own lampr preferably one of 
the' Better Sight type, approved by 
the Illuminating Engineering So- 
ciety, in order that whoever is seated 
at it may have ample local light by 
which to see clearly and without eye- 
strain. 

It should be understood, too, that 
regardless of what the room may 
offer in the way of built-in or in- 
stalled lighting panels, every chair 
used for- reading or other eye work 
should have its own lamp, else the 
purpose of the scheme, which is con- 
trol and flexibility, will be defeated. 
Ornamental, fixtures are designed 
largely for decoration, and should 
never be permitted to displace the 
table or floor lamps needed for light- 
ing convenience and ease of seeing.

Pointing out that Princess Anne 
is now spending an approximate 
$10,000 annually for relief work, 
including poor relief and hospital- 
ization, Mr. James urged that 
adoption of the State program not 
be allowed to curtail any relief 
functions now being practiced. He 
urged, rather, that the $6,000 
contribution of the State be used 
to supplement the sum already 
budgeted, thus insuring a proper 
treatment for all county needy 
under a trained social worker. 
Since only a basic $0,600 would be 
earmarked for the State program, 
sufficient money would remain to 
carry on any other relief practices 
believed vital to the local com- 
munity. 

. Held Blew to Crime 
I 

Adoption of this program, it was 

pointed out, would curtail some 
needless expenses of the present 
unscientific method of doling out 
relief, the while it. would insure a 
modern, competent welfare sys- 
tem at no additional cost. The 
facilities and experience of the 
State Department would be open 
to the county supervisor, whose 
chief value to the community 
would lie In her work of adjusting 
persons residing here to their en- 
vironment. Such a program, of- 
ficials assert, will go far towards 
eliminating crime, insanity and 
social diseases, for the child so 
adjusted will show little tendency 
to depart from the way of law 
and order. The program as out- 
lined, Mr. James warned, is 
neither perfect nor ideal, but It 
does represent a beginning to a 
far-flung program of State Inter, 
est in those illy-prepared to meet 
the requirements of modern liv- 
ing. 

Interest in the creation of the 
proposed department Is said to be 
running high among county resi- 
dents, and it Is expected that 
popular support will be evidenced 
at the next meeting of the board.

The possibility that Virginia 
Beach might low the State Mili- 
tary Reservation unless additional 
acreage needed for training pur- 
is secured was expressed this 
by S. Gardner Waller, Ad- 
jutant-general of Virginia, in his 
annual report to the Governor. 
Transfer of the State reservation 
to fort Eustis, where more than 
3,000 acres are available, was held 
a probable step by the general. 

The less than 400 acres com- 
prising the camp here, the general 
stated, are not adequate for brig- 
ade training and, although he re- 
garded the location as ideal, he 
emphasized the need for at least 
1,000 acres if the camp is to be 
valuable to the National Guard 
as a training ground in future 
years. He said he hoped the next 
General Assembly would provide 
funds for acquiring the additional 
and stated that the $5,000 
appropriation granted by the last 
assembly for the leasing of addi- 
tional property, if necessary either 
this year or next, probably would- 
be held until 1937, to be added to 
any funds obtained for land pur- 
chases.

New Equipment Will Be 
Placed in Operation at 
Beginning of Fall Term. 



FINANCIAL SAVING SEEN 



Is First Unit of County-Own- 
ed Fleet. 

Eight new school buses, con- 
structed with all-steel or composi- 
tion bodies, were purchased by the 
School Board of Princess Aiine 
county at a special transportation 
meeting held at the Court House 
last Tuesday afternoon, Frank* W. 
Cox, Superintendent, stated yes- 
terday. The buses will be delivered 
to the county early in September 
and will be placed in operation on 
eight specified routes upon- the 
opening day of school, September 
10, he continued. 

The purchase marks the begin. 
ning of a program of. county- 
owned school buses agreed upon 
several months ago. It is the 
thought of the school board that 
as much as 25 per cent of operat- 
ing expenses can be saved by such 
a move, and all routes now in the 
hands of contractors will be sup- 
planted by the county-owned and 
operated buses within the next 
three years. 

Successful Bidders 

Successful bidders were as fol- 
lows: 3 Wayne all-steel bodies, 
purchased from the Baker Equip- 
ment Company, of Richmond; 3 
Superior all-steel bodies, pur- 
chased from the Smith-Moore 
Body Company, of Richmond; 2 
Hackney composition bodies, re- 
inforced with steel and with steel" 
tops, purchased from the Hack- 
ney Company, of Wilson, N. C. 
Three Chevrolet chasses were pur- 
chased from the Brown Motor

A nationwide study to improve 
rural and small town social and 
recreational life is to be a major 
activity of 4-H local leaden and 
members in the next few months. 

The program seeks to discover 
the best ways by which the youth 
of a community may use its lei- 
sure time and thus offset ten- 
dencies common today Which are 
destructive to the de\felopment 
of the finest manhood and wo- 
manhood. 

Guides for the study are being 
distributed to 75,000 state, county 
and local club leaders of the 
United States by the National 
Committee on Boys and Qlrls 
Club Work which is launching the 
project, and has secured for Its 
sponsorship the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America and affiliates, Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company and 
RCA Victor, which provide prises 
valued at approximately $17,000 
to successful contestants. 



The guide is in the form of a 
report blank and calk for Inform- 
ation on such activities of 4-H 
Clubs as contests and personal 
growth opportunities as Indicated 
by school records, reading habits, 



music participation and use of 
radio, church and secular pro- 
grams. Other desired data Is on 
picnics, camps, tours, public en- 
tertainments, discussion groups 
and community enterprises like 
park and playground develop- 
ment, libraries, fire prevention 
and cooperation In local fairs. 
Conservation and social service in 
all of their aspects complete the 
list of subjects for which inform- 
ation is desired. 

Reports of local clubs are to be 
completed and filed with county 
extension agents for the selection 
of a county champion club early 
in October. The records of the 
county winning clubs are to be 
submitted to the 8tate Club lead- 
er in time for the selection of a 
state champion club by November 
0. State reports In each of the 
four extension divisions of the 
United States will be Judged to 
choose a winner therein, and one 
of these four will be named na- 
tional champion club. 

County winning clubs each re- 
ceive a handsome year book to 
record Its activities. The leader 
of each county champion club re- 
ceives a gold medal, and its re-

BOOKS TO OWN 




EYELESS IN GAZA 
* By Aldons Huxley 
Harpers. 473 pp. $2.50

has been both the assumption and 
the theme of all of his novels. His 
new novel, "Eyeless in Gaza," con- 
stitutes no exception, being, in 
truth, a continuation of a line of 
thought which typified the pre- 
vious work. 

Certainly, no intelligent reader 
would wish to quarrel with either 
the truth or the suitability oi 
this theory. The strangely unfair 
fate which created man In one 
mold and yet made it possible for 
him to grasp the possibility of an- 
other, finer one has been perhaps 
the greatest subject for satire, 
tragedy, and even comedy which 
man has ye.t discovered. Yet, one 
cannot help but feel that Mr. 
Huxley has selected an unhappy 
method for the presentation and 
demonstration of his theme. And 
that, having selected the method, 
he has made it impossible for 
himself to catch the very realism 
which Is his avowed goal. 

For Mr. Huxley has, apparent- 
ly, never heard of the powerful 
and various effects which can be 
gained by contrast. Instead of 
selecting one or two characters 
with which to develop his theme 
and playing them off against 
others who have in some measure 
solved their inherent difficulties, 
he has elected to Include only 
characters of exaggerated and un- 
relieved moral and mental sick- 
ness, thus descending only too 
often to a monotonous level. 

"Eyeless in Gasa" is a perfect 
case in point. It concerns, 
especially, the struggles of An- 
thony Beavis, a brilliant sociolo- 
gist, to adjust himself to what 
seems a mad and often disgusting 
world. He is not aided in his dif- 
ficulties by the realization that he, 
himself, adds no little to Its in. 
sanity and its evil. Beavis is sur- 
rounded by a multitude of char- 
acters, all of whom are facing the 
same problems in a way consis- 
tent with their own level of devel- 
opment. Happily enough, Huxley 
strikes a new note by hinting at 
the solution of Beavis' problems 
through a realisation of the pre- 
sence of purpose in the greater 
scheme of things. 

Little is to be gained in a dis- 
cussion of the plot of this novel. 
The author, himself, has shown 
his contempt for this feature of 
his book by placing his account In 
a garbled and confusing chron- 
ology. The truth is, of course, that 
Aldous Huxley is not a novelist at 
all. Those who read his books for 
the story are doomed to disap- 
pointment. Those who look for 
brilliance and origingtbty of 
thought are guaranteed excite- 
ment. 



For Mr. Huxley, whether he 
writes in novel or poetic form, is 
an essayist. When, in "Eyeless in 
Gaza," he reproduces the note- 
book of his main character or re- 
ports conversations between his 
figures, he enters the realm of 
essay and there finds himself. 
Perhaps no writer of today has 
been so successful in applying 
scientific methods of thinking and 
the discoveries of biology, psy- 
chology, and allied sciences to a 
discussion of man in his indivi- 
dual and group problems. Thus' 
the reader encounters brilliant 
discourses upon the problems of 
government, of war, of education, 
and. above all, of the adjustment 
of the individual to the artificial- 
ities of our modern civilization. 
That the author indulges in 
mental acrobatics ' cannot be 
denied, but the acrobatics, if dar- 
ing, are also gracefully executed. 
Huxley has too often been called 
superficial because his thoughts 
flow easily. "Eyeless in Gaza" is 
packed with logical profound rea- 
soning. 

There Is more than facility of 
thought. The characters are des- 
cribed with a ruthless Insight that 
is a little breath-taking. Their 
reactions to outside events (the 
development of the thoughts of 
iwo characters as they watch a 
production of, "Othello" forms a 
chapter which may well become 
a classic) have been laid bare 
with a cool and almost brutal ac- 
curacy. In short, the reader who 
can stomach a world in which 
perversion and frustration play 
the main role will here find much 
excellent prose and a wealth of 
stimulating Ideas. Mr. Huxley's 
theory has destroyed his worth as 
a novelist. It may create a place 
for him as a daring phllosophlaer.

Either what Russia is trying to 
do is wonderful; or it is impos- 
sible. So much has been written 
in this extreme spirit that the 
earnest seeker after the truth of 
the matter can only guess at the 
reality that lies somewhere be- 
tween. 

"This Soviet World" is written 
by Anna Louise Strong, an Ameri- 
can woman who for fifteen years 
lived in the U. S. S. R. and became 
a Russian enthusiast. Discount- 
ing some of the bias, it is an in- 
teresting picture she paints of a 
government which is equally 
charged with the regulation of 
economics and the welfare of the 
Inner man. In Miss Strong's book 
there is a hint of political free- 
dom: there is. she says, nothing 
the voter cannot change except 
to return public property into 
private hands. Since almost 
everything from shirt to shoes is 
public property, this might seem 
quite a hitch. 

"Travels in Two Democracies" 
contrasts this Soviet world with 
our own by presenting first the 
American, then the Soviet scene, 
and allowing rather than forcing 
the issue. In this, Edmund Wil- 
son has been singularly fortunate 
not only for his selection of ma- 
terial but for the sincerity of his 
tone. He does not find Russians 
picking food out of garbage pails, 
which he does in America; and he 
finds Jane Addama' Hull Rouse 
a lonely gesture when compared 
with a broad governmental plan 
of human reclamation. On the 
other hand, contrary to Miss 
Strong's freedom, he complains 
that the man to the Soviet streets 
la not encouraged to discuss poll 
tkss, who rules, why or how, or 
even to know anything about the 
matter. The finest thing about 
Russia. Mr. Wilson believes, Is the 
attitude of its young people; the 
finest thing about the Russian ex- 
riment that it may lead to the 
perfect state, a state m which is

through; they carry easily on pic- 
nics or any outside meals; baked 
tart shells will keep in a tightly 
closed container for some time 
and may be reheated to restore 
crispness before using.

WORK ON FARMS 

Latest Census Figures on 
Agricultural Conditions Re- 
leased by Bureau. 



Persons working on U. S. farms 
during the first week of January 
1935 totaled 12,407,614, according 
to a summary of the 1935 Federal 
Farm Census released by Director 
William L. Austin of the Bureau 
of the Census, Department of 
Commerce. These farm workers 
included the farm operators, 
members of their families work- 
ing with 'or without wages, and 
hired labor. With the exception 
of the operator, each must have 
been employed at farm work (ex- 
elusive of housework) the equival- 
ent of 2 or more days during the 
first week of January 1935. 
Family Labor Important 

Workers on farms constituted 
39 percent of all the persons liv- 
ing on farms. Farm workers were 
classified as either family labor 
or hired help. The farm operator, 
and members of his family work- 
ing on the farm without wages 
the equivalent of 2 or more days 
during the first week of January 
1935 were included as family 
labor. Members of the operator's 
family and any other persons re- 
ceiving wages for the equivalent 
of 2 or more days of farm work 
during the first week of January 
were included as hired help. This 
classification showe& that 10,762,- 
012, or 86.7 percent of the persons 
working on farms were family 
workers and 1,645,602, or 13.3 per- 
cent were hired help. 

Farm labor was reported on 6,- 
640,206 out of the 6,012,350 farms 
in the Nation. Over 95 percent 
of all farms, or 6,488,046 farms, 
reported family labor and 'over 14 
percent of all farms, or 967,593 
farms, reported hired help. The 
farm operator and members of his 
family without wages were the 
only farm labor reported on 5,- 
672,693, or 83.3 percent of all the 
farms in the U. S. Less than 1 
out of every 5 farms reported 
hired help in 35 out pf the 48 
States. 

The number of persons working 
on farms was equivalent to an 
average of 1.87 persons per farm 
reporting and to an average of 
1.82 persons per farm for all the 
farms in the U. S. In only 12 out 
of the 48 States was the average 
number of persons working per 
farm reporting greater than 2. 
Nine of these 12 States were in 
the South. The average number 
of family workers per farm re- 
porting exceeded 2 in only 6 
States and these were all South- 
ern States. The number of per- 
sons working on farms for wages 
was equivalent to 1.70 persons per 
farm reporting, but averaged only 
0.24 persons for all farms in the 
JJ. S. 

More Farm Labor In January 

The distribution of farm labor 
differs from that of the farm 
population. The 16 States com- 
prising the South had 53.2 percent 
of the total farm population and 
reported 55 percent of the total 
farm workers. "These 16 States 
reported 56.2 percent of the total 
family labor and 47 percent of the 
total hired help in the U. S. The 
distribution of persons working 
on farms as either family labor 
or hired help varies considerably 
from State to State. Persons 
working for wages constituted 
over two-fifths of the total farm 
labor in Arizona and California, 
and over one-fifth of the total 
farm labor in Connecticut, Florida 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
York, Rhode Island, Vermont, and 
Wyoming. 

Since the census inquiries on 
farm labor related to persons 
working on farms during the first 
week of January 1935, the figures 
for most areas do not represent 



If the number of farms reporting I 
hired help is subtracted from the 
number of farms reporting family 
labor and (or) hired help, the 
number of farms reporting family 
labor only (no hired help) may 
be secured. Likewise, if the cal- 
culated number of farms report- 
ing family labor only is subtract- 
ed from the number of farms re- 
porting family labor, the number 
of, farms reporting both family 
labor and hired help may be se- 
cured.

Dear Sir: Since you have been 
gracious enough to print several 
interesting "Readers Write" 
articles, I am wondering if you 
will find a place for these re- 
marks. 

Now that election is so near at 
hand, I can think of no better 
medium through which to reach 
the voters of Princess Anne Coun- 
ty than by the aid of your very 
splendid paper.

Soils Flowers Prefer 



GROW better flowers by planting 
thorn in the kind of soil in 
which they can perform best. Even 
though your soil may be good and 
rich, there are certain flowers which 
will not do as well in It as they 
might in poorer soil. 

Some of the flowers that do best 
in a rich soil are the zinnia, petu- 
nia, portulaca, snapdragon, stock, 
heliotrope, marigold and salvia. 

Soil that la heavy and which con- 
tains clay Is good for sweet peas, 
pansles, stocks, carnations-, seablo- 
sas, snapdragons and most of the 
popular perennials. In general, a 
heavy soil retains more moisture 
and is cooler than a light soil, so 
that the same plants that like a 
heavy soil also like cool, moist 
weather. 

Flowers that prefer a light soil 
Include petunia, portulaca, celosla, 
hollyhock, love-ln-a-mlst, annual 
phlox, calliopsia. nicotlana and all 
the climbers. This type of soil is 
good for the varieties that like 
warmth and do not require much 
water. 

For flower gardens that are par- 
tially shaded, calendula, balsam, 
mignonette, pansy, vinca and many 
of the perennials are advised. 

The following, which require com- 
paratively little moisture, can be 
growa well In gardens which dry 
out quickly: Little Gem alyssum, 
African daisy, cosmos, petunia, por- 
tulaca. kochia. sunflower, verbena 
and vinca. They will often thrive 
during drouths. 

The most satisfactory flower* for 
soil that Is generally poor are nas- 
turtium, love-lies-bleeding, Joseph's 
coat, celosla, alyssum, California 
poppy, calendula, love-in-a-mist and 
hollyhock.

The Los Angeles report 
said the usual seasonal lull had 
not appeared and the Southern 
California index stood at 87.39, 
compared with €9.62 last year. 
Business improvement over both 
the previous and 1935 week was 
reported by New Orleans, Wilm- 
ington, Norfolk, Jacksonville and 
Indianapolis. 

Norfolk Report Good 
—-Interest in wholesale was large- 
ly centered in Fall and Winter 
merchandise. The Furniture Mart 
in Chicago was a center of inter- 
est with registrations running 
ahead of last year and 10,000 
buyers expected to order $20,000.- 
000 of merchandise. Most cities 
reported a favorable employment 
situation. The Norfolk report said 
industrial employment in that city 
was at an all-time peak. The re- 
opening of the Canton. Ohio, 
Stamping & Enameling Co.. plant 
was expected to result in peak 
employment there. Labor troubles 
continued in the lumber industry 
of Washington State and Idaho, 
according to the Seattle report, 
but there was a shortage of 1,000 
raspberry and pea pickers and 500 
striking auto mechanics returned 
to work. 

Agricultural sections were cheer- 
ed by improvement in the drouth 
situation but heavy losses have 
already been sustained. Copious 
rains rejuvenated pastures and 
crops in Southeastern States, but 
conditions remained serious in the 
Dakotas and other Northwest 
areas. Louisville, St. Louis, 
Memphis, Birmingham, New Or- 
leans and Dallas reported soaking 
rains. The Kentucky burley crop 
is estimated to have been cut 
40,000.000 pounds by the drouth. 
The crop reporting board esti- 
mated the cotton acreage as of 
July 1 at 30,621.000 acres, a gain 
of 9.8 'f over last year, but 26.1% 
lets than the average for the 1920- 
32 period. Cotton prices soared 
to the highest levels since Sept- 
ember 1934 with New York futures 
on July 8 advnncing $2.70 to $3.10 
a bale. The Department of Agri- 
culture designated 268 counties as 

emergency drouth" areas in 
which 55,000 farmers will be given 
relief work: while it is estimated 
that 3,000,000 to 5.000 000 families 
ore affected. 

Heavy Holiday Traffic 

In St. Louis it was stated that 
July holiday traffic was heaviest 
in ten years. Kansas City reported 
a large increase in vacation travel. 
The New York report said the 
travel increase, exceeding expec- 
tations, necessitated increased 
railroad facilities. Portland, Ore- 
gon, reported the heaviest tourist 
season known, with Crater Lake 
National /Park and similar scenic 
resorts showing an increase of 
150%. Lake cargo movement was 
said by Cleveland authorities to 
be the best on record, while in 
Detroit, marine freight through 
the Sault canals in June wa§ the 
heaviest for the month since 1930. 

In a semi-annual statement. 
Secretary Roper said the forward 
movement of business in June 
reached the highest point since 
the depression, with steel produc- 
tion at a six-year high and elec- 
tric power production at an all- 
time record. He said the 1935 na- 
tional income produced, amount- 
ing to 53 billion dollars was a 
third higher than in 1932 when 
the total was St.5 billion dollars. 
The statement called attention to 
a 68% rise in prices of farm com- 
modities sold since the low period 
of 1932. The production of 3,450,- 
000 automobiles in the first half 
of the year was 79% greater than 
the production of the entire year

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to drive or operate any auto- 
mobile or other motor vehicle' car, 
truck, engine, or train, while un- 
der the Influence of alcohol, 
brandy, rum, whiskey, gin, wine, 
beer, lager beer, ale, porter, stout, 
or any other liquid, beverage or 
article containing alcohol or while 
under the influence of any nar- 
cotic drug, or any other self- 
administered intoxicant or drug 
of whatsoever nature. 

Any person who violates any

both in the discretion of the court 
or jury trying the same, for a first 
offense, and the court may, in its 
discretion, suspend the sentence 
during the good behavior of the 
person convicted. Any person con- 
victed of a second, or other sub- 
sequent offense under this act 
shall be punishable by a fine of 
not less 'than one hundred dollars 
nor more than one thousand dol- 
lars and by imprisonment for not 
less than one month nor more 
than one year, and no court shall 
suspend the sentence in any such 
case. 

The Judgment of conviction un- 
der this ordinance shall of Itself 
operate to deprive the person con- 
victed, of the right to drive or 
operate any such vehicle, convey- 
ance, engine or train in this Coun- 
ty for a period of one year from 
the date of such Judgment, and if 
for a second or other subsequent 
offense, for a period of three 
years from the date of the judg- 
ment of conviction thereof. If 
any person has heretofore been 
convicted of violating any similar 
act of this State and thereafter Is 
convicted of violating the provi- 
sions of section one of this ordin- 
ance such conviction shall for the 
purpose of this ordinance 
be a subsequent offense and shall 
be punished accordingly. If any 
person so convicted shall, during 
the time for which he is deprived 
of his right so to do, drive or 
operate any such vehicle, convey- 
ance, engine or train In this Coun- 
ty, he shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

The Clerks of all courts of re- 
cord and the trial and juvenile 
justice, shall, within thirty days 
after .final conviction of any per- 
son in his court under this ordin- 
ance, report the fact thereof and 
the name, postofflce address and 
street address of such person, to- 
gether with the license plate num- 
ber on the vehicle operated by 
such person, to the Director of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles.

STUDY OF NEW ELECTRON BALLOT ADVISED 



Voters in Virginia are cautioned to watch their step closely when they vote in the primary 
of Tuesday, August 4, and in all future elect io n s, by reason of the fact that the 1936 General As- 
sembly changed the method of voting from the old negative form, viz: by scratching a line through 
the names of all candidates in order to vote for Che man they wanted. The new way, it is generally 
agreed, is both simpler and more sensible than the method which has prevailed in Virginia for 30 
or more years. 

Under the new election laws, when tickets are printed the names of the several c andid a tes 
win have a square in front of them, and in order to vote for the desired candidate it is only neces- 
sary to put a cross mark or check mark in the little square in front of the man of your choice. It 
is important that all voters remember this and it is urged that they study the example given below 
in order that the change become firmly fixed in their minds before the August primary. 

For instance, when you go to vote in thecongressional primary on August 4, you win be 
handed a ticket with two names on it like this:

It seemed certain. Brother 

Starkey continues in his notice of 
the event, that the Republicans 
would win, which sentiment was 
favored by his wife. Suddenly, 
however, the President fired the 
big gun and the elephant was 
"filled with fear." He "began to 
quiver and shake all over until 
he completely shook himself away, 
and was not seen any more at 
aU." 
Mr. Roosevelt's reelection was 

revealed in this, Brother starkey 
concludes, after which Commun- 
ism "will upset it all." A woman, 
he says, "will come in his stead: 
then the British, after which will 
come complete desolation, with 
every man returning to his own 
country." 

Brother Starkey's past predic- 
tions, according to his own testi- 
mony, have run perfect in their 
revelation of subsequent happen- 
ings. He has not the slightest 
doubt in the world that this latest 
prophecy will merit a similar fate.

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FREE ENTRANCE INTO 
NORFOLK 



Norfolk City, Portsmouth and 
Norfolk County, seem to be hav- 
ing all kinds of time relative to 
free Ingress and egress to and 
from Norfolk city. 

Princess Anne County and Vir- 
ginia Beach are naturally Inter- 
gated In that a free entrance to 
Norfolk City means likewise free 
ingress and egress to Princess 
Anne and Virginia Beach from 
the South and West. 

That the people of Princess 
Anne County and of Norfolk City 
ahould have humbly and supinely 
paid tribute to Portsmouth and 
Norfolk County for the past 75 
to 100 years is past understand- 
ing; especially is this true since 
the advent of the automobile. No 
reasonable person will contend 
that such a condition should con- 
tinue. Norfolk County appears to 
ha divided in opinion respecting 
the Issue, though for many years 
Its public officials have vigorously 
opposed any suggestion of pro- 
gress that tended to trespass up- 
on Its ferry revenues. 

Prior to the World War when 
the ferry passenger toll was 2% 
cents and that upon vehicles 
ranged from 10c to 15c, the bur- 
den was not so oppressive. Yet, 
the ferries were quite remunerative 
in that for a number of years they 
were leased at $50,000 and over, 
While the lessees husbanded a 
handsome fortune within a few 
fears upon their leases. When the 
War came the Federal government 
took over these leases through the 
Housing Corporation, and as usual 
gave customary exhibit of govern- 
ment incompetence and extrava- 
gance by raising the tolls 100%. 
Tis true that some improvements 
wore made, but at what a cost. 
At war prices incompetent engin- 
eers built a ferry slip too small 
to permit the entrance of its 
boats. Of course, it had to be torn 
out root and branch and rebuilt, 
AH at war cost. Still the "Hous- 
ing' Corporation'" derived a huge 
profit and after the War clung 
to the operation though the law 
required their return to the own- 
era. 

Of course, Norfolk County and 
Portsmouth were well compen- 
aated by the government and 
seemed content to acquiesce in the 
atatus quo, fearing no doubt, that 
upon the return of the ferries 
there would be a demand for a 
return of pre-war fares. 

Borne five years after the War 
the Housing Corporation reported 
to Congress an annual net earn- 
ing of $490,000 from the operation 
of the ferries and boasted of the 
result as an evidence of its busi- 
ness capacity. Whereupon, our 
Representative in Congress ex- 
posed the darker side of the situa- 
tion on the floor of the House and 
demanded the return of the fer- 
ries to their owners. Shortly there- 
alter, it was done, though , the 
Congressman , received no com- 
geendaUon for his. effort. 

Upon the return of the ferries 
the expected reduction in fares 
did not materialise. Therefore, the 
pe opl e of Princess Anne and Nor- 
folk City continued to be mulcted 
t» toe tine sura of $600,000 an- 
: gain to Portsmouth and Nor- 
County. to other words, the

are entitled, nor do we think it 
to any sense a wise solution of 
the problem, it will help a little- 
it is a step in the right direction— 
it is better than nothing. 

The logical solution of this pro- 
blem, aB things considered, would 
be the purchase of the South Nor- 
folk bridge. If our recollection 
serves us right, the permit from 
the government for the erection 
of this bridge provided that after 
a period of years, now expired, 
the state or any subdivision there- 
of , could take over the said prop- 
erty at cost teas de p rec ia tion. The 
original cost was about $900,000. 
Deduct a reasonable annual de- 
preciation since its construction, 
then years ago, and the p rop e r ty 
could be acquired from about 
$750,000 to $775,000. The proposed 
route requires the erection of a 
bridge and about nine mites of 
new road. These, if constructed 
of cement win cost (estimated) 
from $550,000 to $775,000, approx- 
imately the figures at which the 
South Norfolk bridge can be had. 

Comparing the routes: for Vir- 
ginia Beach and Princess Anne, 
the difference for the South and 
West traffic would not be mater- 
ial, but to reach Portsmouth, the 
distance would be much greater; 
it would save time and cost less 
to use the ferries or South Nor- 
folk bridge. As to the traffic be- 
tween Norfolk and Portsmouth, 
the proposed route would be use- 
less, and this would constitute the 
bulk of the traffic to be served.

At The Water'* Edge

If we believe all that we read 
in toe newspapers, or even a small 
portion of what we read, .there is 
precious Httte in this old world 
that is worth even a tinker's dam. 
From front page to back, through 
every ocpwrvBMii* ©» we iiewo™ 
paper, runs the tale of perfidy, 
murder, revolution and unrest 
that characterises the news of the 
day, and little there is to relieve 
the gloom and the utter darkness 
of the picture so presented. 

Nothing, it seems, is news or 
suitable for publication unless it 
exposes the shoddy or the im- 
moral side of man. To rate the 
front page, one must can his 
brother a liar, murder a univer- 
sity honor . student, lead a revolt 
against organized government, 
tum traitor upon one's superiors 
or predict the imminent downfall 
of some heretofore invulunerable 
institution. Here is gloom un- 
relieved by even a touch of gaiety, 
unless one can consider the basic 
abnormality of human quintuplets 
a matter of mirth or ordered liv- 
ing. 
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Recently, for lack of anything 
better to do on a hot afternoon, 
we walked up Atlantic ''Avenue 
observing the home bases of the 
first one hundred automobiles 
parked at the curb, as such in- 
formation was to be had from the 
license plates. Of the number in- 
spected, forty-eight were from 
without the state, with an addi- 
tional twenty-three bearing Vir- 
ginia tags from communities other 
than the Tidewater area. 

Ten of these cars hailed from 
nearby North Carolina, eight from 
Maryland, six from Pennsylvania, 
five from New York, four from 
the District of Columbia, three 
each from Georgia, Rhode Island, 
and Ohio, two from Kentucky 
and one from West Virginia, 
Massachusetts, Indiana and far 
off Oregon. No more striking 
example of the nationwide appeal 
of Virginia Beach as an ideal 
vacation resort could be offered 
than was to be gained from this 
little survey. 

It was not so many years ago 
that the frequenters of the Beach 
came almost entirely from eastern 
Virginia and North Carolina. Its 
basic attractions were then largely 
as they are today, though hotel 
accommodations and amusement 
enterprises were fewer in number, 
consistent with the patronage. 

Today, this picture is definitely 
changed, and a census taken of 
the vacationists during one of the 
opening days of the week would 
reveal this former patronage in 
the minority. Virginia Beach has 
gone cosmopolitan, annually at- 
tracting an ever-increasing num- 
ber of visitors from the states 
farther removed than nearby 
Carolina and Maryland. It is, if 
present indications may be taken 
as a gauge, of future activity, THE 
coming resort of the Atlantic 
coast, not merely as; a place of 
summer habitation but as an all- 
year 'round residence. 

The equable climate generally 
prevailing, the. lack of fear of 
tropical disturbances, the many 
miles of smooth, sandy beach, the 
modemness of accommodations 
and, last but not least, the ease 
of approach from the more popu 
lous centers of the country, all of 
these factors have contributed to 
the amazing development record- 
ed on the Beach during the past 
ten years. Depression made little 
dent on that growth and, now 
that a new wave of prosperity 
seems apparent, the prospects of 
continued rapid development are 
present in greater numbers than 
ever before. 

It is not mere optimism to say 
that the entire country is Virginia 
Beach conscious. Visitors from all 
sections of the nation, pleased 
with the faculties and the general 
resort layout, have carried back 
to their homes and their friends 
complimentary stories, so foster- 
ing added desires to visit here.

We suppose that we have ex- 
aggerated the daily newspaper hi 
what has been written above, yet 
we have done no more than to 
allow our eye to rove up ana down 
the columns of the current edition 
of a respected Journal. Only two 
stories, barring society items, are 
to be found which do not deal 
in some direct fashion with some 
phase of lif e that betrays toe in- 
adequacy of man to cope with Ins 
environment or center about a 
highly controversial matter. Such 
is the fare of the daily new spaper 
reader. 

Without any thought of turning 
Pollyanna-ish at tins late date or, 
like the ostrich, burying our heads 
in the sand to escape the realities 
of existence, it is our contention 
that a teas morbid attitude might 
be struck by the editors of our 
journals. There is no doubt that 
the conditions and events of 
which they write are present in 
our daily life, but are they, we 
ask, of such paramount import- 
ance as to banish from our read- 
ing each and every trace of man's 
success with his environment or 
the recounting of his joys and 
pleasures? May we not expect a 
few tales of happiness along with 
the welter of divorce and crime 
news, the recountings of murders 
and gruesome accidents, the petty 
bickerings of man with his broth- 
ers? 

We are reminded in this con- 
nection of an interesting exper- 
ience which was ours several years 
ago. It was Christmas Eve, a 
night, seemingly, devoted to peace 
and Joy if ever a night were so 
dedicated, and it was agreed to 
keep the columns of a large dally 
newspaper free of all references 
to crime and unrest. " But little 
did those who so sought to shape 
their Christmas edition reckon 
with the news, and the task was 
given up as a hopeless one. The 
line, "Peace on Earth, Good-will 
to Man," was featured at the top 
of the front page, but underneath 
was the usual assortment of 
stories of unrest and terror, crime 
and destruction. Man, it was evi- 
dent, could not be good, even on 
such a day! 

The newspaper, runs a popular 
catch line in wide use today, "in- 
forms, teaches and educates." In 
"informing," it might do well to 
remove the emphasis from that 
side of man wjiich reveals him at 
his worst; in "teaching," it might 
show respect for the finer quali- 
ties of living, for the beauties that 
are everlasting, and in "educat- 
[lng," it would do well to consider 
I first the basic realties of an order- 
ed existence, striving with all the 
power at its disposal to turn 
minds and feet in to those chan^ 
nels which are rightfully the lot 
of a man truly civilized.

Leaving the front page, we find 
little change in the tenor of the 
news. The editorial columns, 
where even less restraint is need- 
ed, become the mouthpieces for 
all who have their own peculiar 
brand of propaganda to exploit, 
and here, once again, there is 
little that does not thunder of 
terror and unrighteousness. We 
leave this department with little 
more than a glance, for it but 
reechoes the gloom of the front 
page from which it takes its cue. 

A story of the trek to mountain 
and ocean resorts holds our eye 
for a moment, but there is little 
relief. Nothing here of the na- 
tural beauty of countryside and 
water's edge, no hint of the gaiety 
that means vacation time; only 
reports of heat and humidity, of 
drownings and motor accidents, 
of the number of drunks arrest- 
ed, the volume of whisky con- 
sumed. 

Were it not for the "problem" 
lectures and the hints to the love- 
lorn, the woman's page might 
escape this blighting indictment, 
but, alas, the modern newspaper 
cannot allow more than a 
modicum of gaiety even here. Men 
are perverse and stubborn, women 
are weak and often idiotic in their 
conduct, the realities of life out- 
weigh the glamor of romance and 
instability rules the world— pity 
the poor mortal who takes such 
balderdash to heart and tries to 
rule his or her life by the precepts 
there so glibly set down.

STUDY OF MARRIAGE 



It was with a sigh of relief that 
we hailed the elimination of the 
derelict automobiles from Twenty- 
first Street some weeks ago, and 
it is with a groan of despair that 
we report the arrival of two de- 
crepit chariots of an early vintage 
( to the same street within the past 
ten days. Forgotten and friend- 
less, they cut a pathetic figure as 
they rot in the midsummer sun, 
blocking the way of pedestrians 
and, in their own silent fashion, 
an object lesson to all passersby 
that time and charge bring decay 
and dissolution Jo _all -thaTTs 
mortal or the products of mortals. 

We are at a loss to understand 
the attraction of Twenty-first 
Street for all derelicts that show 
up in Virginia Beach. True, it is 
not the most pleasing street of the 
town, but, it is not the least pleas- 
ing, and the year-around residents 
living on the street neither desire 
nor deserve such shabby company. 
That the wrecks have been toler- 
ated this long is a tribute to the 
patience of those who must view 
the unsightly mess each time they 
leave their homes. 

Again we appeal to our Mayor 
and Town Engineer to do some- 
thing about the situation. The 
derelicts were bad enough to have 
as neighbors during the late 
spring and early summer, but, 
now that the Beach is thronged 
with visitors, a good proportion of 
which use Twenty-first Street, 
they stand— or sag— as a chal- 
lenge to Town efficiency and 
order. 



It win be news to most that in 
connection with the wide develop- 
ment of sociological courses the 
formal study of marriage is in-, 
eluded in more than 800 normal, 
college and university curriculums. 
This is not the study of the his- 
tory of marriage as an institution, 
but rather as an approaching pro- 
blem in the life of the individual 
student;. Professor Ernest R.

It is presumptive, however, 
that the fair co-ed would be in- 
structed that after a hard day at 
the office is no time to tell John 
he ought to rush out and cut the 
grass before the Smithsons arrive 
for dinner and bridge. Conversely 
the prospective master of the 
house should be made to under, 
stand that because the potatoes 
are cold is no reason for slinking 
out to the garage to seek perman- 
ent surcease from care by the 
carbon monoxide route. 

Robert Louis Stevenson in his 
"Virginibus Fuerisque," which 
ought to be compulsory reading 
in any course on marriage, argued 
for at least a partial similarity of 
tastes. He put some humbler 
qualities ahead of brilliance as es- 
sential in one's mate, though he 
did not disparage a sparkling in- 
tellectuality. Stevenson felt it 
was of far greater importance 
that each party to the marriage 
contract appreciate the sense of 
humor of the other, so that an 
empty stare should not greet 
laughter or laughter greet tears. 
He sensibly reminded prospective 
brides and bridegrooms that "a 
quiet evening together before the 
fire happens a deal oftener in 
matrimony than the presence of a 
distinguished foreigner at dinner."

ORIGIN OF HIGH PRICES 



We are so accustomed to articles 
in stores priced at 08 cents, $1.40, 
and other odd-penny amounts 
that few persons give any- thought 
to what once was considered a 
freakish idea of price-making. 

But O. H. CiUey^a weH-knownfc^ontroversies among 
store advertising manager, tells in 
a recent article that the custom 
arose from the solution of a very 
practical problem by a very 
shrewd merchant. 

When Captain Roland H. Macy 
got tired of sailing the briny deep 
as a sea captain and started a 
store in New York, there were no 
cash registers or other means for 
checking up his clerks. Money re- 
ceived for purchases was put in 
an old-fashion cash drawer which 
made no records, and the practice 
of "knocking down," a euphemism 
for plain stealing by clerks, was 
quite prevalent. 

Macy changed all prices to odd- 
cent amounts, established cash- 
iers to make the required change 
and kept a close watch on the 
cashiers. His advertisements of 
these odd prices seemed to strike 
the public eye favorably and he 
got a great response. What was 
at first only an expedient to keep 
from being robbed developed into 
a potent psychological appeal to 
his customers. 

Thus the odd-price has survived 
many years after the original rea- 
son for Its adoption ceased to 



Self-appointed censors over 
America's schools stand rebuked 
by the National Education Asso- 
ciation, whose militant conven- 
tion in Portland, Ore., bristled 
with speech after speech assailing 
enemies of free teaching. 

"It is futile," reported the as- 
sociation's committee, on aca- 
demic freedom, "to expect inde- 
pendent, Judicious and courageous 
minds to be developed in students 
by timid and submissive teachers.'* 

"If democracy means freedom 
to inquire, to team, to express 
oneself then we can tolerate no 
dictatorial censorship of thinking 
and learning," said John W- 
Studebaker, U. S. Commissioner 
of Education. 

"Americanism," said Frank 
Miles, editor of the Iowa Legion- 
naire and spokesman for too 
American Legion, "does not con- 
sist in throwing children into jail 
because they might fail to salute 
the flag. And neither does Amer- 
icanism consist of enforcing com- 
pulsory oaths of loyalty upon 
any class of citizens. Tremendous 
efforts are being made to deceive 
educators into thinking that we 
are trying to militarize too 
schools. The most often repeated 
charge is that the Legion is trying 
to curb academic freedom. Map 
I assure you that although once 
in a while a post or an individual 
Legionnaire may object to some- 
thing or other in a school, the 
Legion is interested chiefly in 
helping teaching children how to 
think. I have yet to know a 
teacher of the "thousands ol 
acquaintance who I thought 
a raging red." 

These are utterances of robust 
Americans who know that the 
educational goose step is every 
bit as alien to our shores as Rus- 
sian Communism. — New York 
World-Telegram.

GREEN LAURELS: THE LIVES 

AND ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE 

GREAT NATURALISTS 

By Donald Culross Peattie 

Simon and Schuster

The introduction to Peattie's 
book, as good an introduction as 
a book could have, reveals the 
nature of the contents better than 
any mere summary of the mater- 
ial can pretend to do. "Of all 
things under the sun that a man 
can love," the author writes, "the 
living world he loves most purely 
In Nature, nothing is insign- 
ificant, nothing ignoble, nothing 
sinful, nothing repetitious . . . My 
book is one about 'gentle Nature.' 
it is about the visions of great 
Men, high adventure, failures, 
triumphs." 

In a lifetime's devotion to Na- 
ture, he asserts, there Is Ho self- 
interest and from men so devoted, 
we should receive at least a re- 
flection of the Immense reality 
they behold." This he promises, 
and the promise Is more than ful- 
filled. Peattie uses biography only 
as a means to his end. and he 
dares to overflow the form of con- 
temporary writing, as well as the 
confines of his human subjects, in 
saying what he has to say. 

He overlooks no opportunity to 
insult the philosophers. Once he 
says: "If this dictum (some unim- 
portant epigram of Buffoni 
been more widely accepted the 
world would have been spared 
many philosophers." He bows to 
Aristotle's "grand cosmogony:" 
This wayside rose, now — if we 
carry It to Aristotle, he will tell 
us what Its place in the great 
cosmic plan of creation, how 
much of God or soul Is in It, how 
it took on its predestined beauty 
of form, in what universal mind 
it blooms . . ." He Is impatient 
with this line of inquiry, blames 
It for a paralysing effect "for two 
thousand years upon close obser- 
vation and experimental learn- 
ing* and finally admits that "Just 
a pinch of it is still a precious in- 
gredient In all thinking." It la 
a, precious ingredient, indeed, in 
Mr. Peattie's thinking, or to the 
thinking of those who would get 
the beat from what he has writ- 
ten. 

It was against the precepts of 
Aristotle, in the mouths of un- 
imaginative pedagogues, that the 
men closest to Peattie's heart first 
rebelled. There was once a time 
when the words, "Aristotle has 
spoken," silenced any mention of 
observation's results, and actual 



punishment was behind the pro- 
nouncement. So, away from 
philosophy Peattie hurries with 
Linnaueus Into the dark, cold 
mysteries of Lapland, to come to 
grips with the thing itself, to f tod 
the large and small things of Na- 
ture, to recognize, to relate, to 
observe, to record. The high ad- 
venture of It is what interests 
Peattie, and 'if there were such a 
thing as envy in a man following 
the great vision which Peattie fol- 
lows, we could say that he envies 
these men for whom all of Na- 
ture's realities were yet to be dis- 
covered. Admittedly this modern 
man looks back with a tremen- 
dous longing on the times when 
the anatomy of a caterpillar was 
unknown and could be unfolded 
under the microscope of Mai- 
pighi or Swammerdam, when re- 
productive cells of plants and 
animals had never been seen and 
the first of them could be spied 
upon somewhat lewdly by Leeu- 
wenhock through the visual in- 
strument he had invented, when 
every trip to a neighboring coun- 
try disclosed plants that were un- 
familiar and yet strangely familiar 
after all, when all the flora of the 
^ndies and of America poured into 
Europe as specimens to be added 
by the naturalist to his store of 
knowledge, and Jungles lush with 
flowers unheard of waited the 
absorbed eye. From an age when 
he sees the philosophy he dis- 
likes — and that is not all of philo- 
sophy, as we know it— when he 
sees this creeping back into as- 
y, Pe attie goes back to 
discover with these men of old the 
things which he can never dis- 
cover in any other way, the things 
already discovered. 

Great names abound in his ex- 
pedition through time and space. 
Some of them he dwells on at 
length, some briefly, not always in 
proportion to their greatness: 
Lamarck, Cuvier: John Bartram, 
first nativeborn American na- 
turalist; Mlchaux and the seeds 
and flowers of Appalachia; his 
son Francois, the first great for- 
ester of America; Wilson, Audu- 
bon; Robert Owen, Leseur, Say; 
Rafinesque at Transylvania Col- 
lege. Boethe and the Weimar 
romanticists are treated, as might 
be expected, with delicate sar- 
casm and yet a measure of ap- 
preciation. Darwin's voyage 
around the world Is perhaps the 
high point of the book so far as 
Peattie is concerned. The one 
chapter which follows Darwin is 
offered in an anticlimactic spirit. 



Agriculture has been the prin- 
cipal interest of Henry A. Wallace 
for many years and it is not sur- 
prising to find that "Whose Con- 



stitution," his recent book, has as 
its main theme agricultural con- 
ditions, past and present. The 
book is divided into four parts, the 
first a history of agriculture from 
1787 to the present. This part 
hot only indicates the changes 
since 1787 but also attempts to 
explain the reasons for these 
changes. The second part explores 
the liberty granted in the Const! 
tution and what it was supposed 
to include, and touches on soil 
erosion, farm tenantry and popula- 
tion changes. In the third part Mr. 
Wallace airs some of his views on 
the Supreme Court is discussing 
what he believes the "Wise Young 
Men of 1787" intended. The fourth 
points "The American Way." 
In this year of campaigns, any 
book by any prominent political 
leader on almost any subject will 
have some political implications. 
Without doubt, "Whose Constitu- 
tion" is no exception; but more 
than that. It is a sincere state- 
ment of a man's beliefs. 

According to Arthur D. Howden 
Smith, from three to five hundred 
men, at the head of the largest' 
corporations, banks, and so on, 
through their control 
a segment of natyi 
"can come close 
economic tempo 
life." From a list 
dred names, Mr 
thirty which he considers typical 
of the various phases of capital* 
ism and gives their case histories 
to us In "Men Who Run America". 
Though the author intends neither 
to attack 'nbf to ^defend the 
capitalistic system, he does speak 
out now and again against the 
concentration of power in the 
hands of a few.

A special meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors of Princess Anne 
County, was held in the Super- 
visors' Room at the Clerk's Office, 
on Monday, the 6th of July, 1936, 
at 10:30 o'clock A. M. and the 
following ordinance, heretofore 
proposed, was adopted: 

AN ORDINANCE PROHIBIT- 
ING THE DRIVING OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES. ENGINES AND 
TRAINS IN PRINCESS ANNE 
COUNTY, VIRGINIA. BY PER- 
SONS WHILE UNDER THE IN- 
FLUENCE OF ALCOHOL 
BRANDY, RUM, WHISKEY. GIN, 
WINE. BEER, LAGER BEER, 
ALE, PORTER, STOUT OR ANY 
OTHER LIQUID, BEVERAGE 
OR ARTICLE CONTAINING 
ALCOHOL. OR UNDER THE IN- 
FLUENCE OF ANY OTHER 
SELF-ADMINISTERED INTOX-l 
ICANT OR DRUG OF WHATSO- 
EVER NATURE: TO PRESCRIBE 
THE MINIMUM PUNISHMENT 
WHICH MAY BE IMPOSED AND 
TO PROVIDE FOR THE RE- 
VOCATION OF THE RIGHTS OF 
PERSON8 CONVICTED OF 
VIOLATING THIS ORDINANCE 
TO DRIVE ANY SUCH MOTOR 
VEHICLE, ENGINE OR TRAIN. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Board 
of Supervisors of Princess Anne 
County: 

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to drive or operate any auto. 



gin, wine, 
beer, lager beer, ale, potter, stout, 
or any other liquid, bev e ra ge or 
article containing alcohol or while 
under the influence of any nar- 
cotic drug, or any other self- 
administered intoxicant or drug 
of whatsoever nature. 

Any person who violates any 
provision of this act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, punishable by 
a fine of not teas than one hun- 
dred dollars nor more than one 
thousand dollars or imprisonment 
for not less than one month nor 
more than six months, either or 
both in the discretion of the court 
or jury trying the same, for a first 
offense; and the court may, in its 
discretion, suspend the sentence 
during the good behavior of the 
person convicted. Any person con- 
victed of a second, or other sub- 
sequent offense under this act 
shall be punishable by a fine of 
not less than one' hundred dollars 
nor more than one thousand dol- 
lars and by imprisonment for not 
less than one month nor ** more 
than one year, and no court shall 
suspend the sentence in any such 
case. 

The judgment of conviction un- 
der this ordinance shall of itself 
operate to deprive the person con- 
victed, of the right to drive or 
operate any "such vehicle, convey- 
ance, engine or train in this Coun- 
ty for a period of one year from 
the date of such judgment, and if 
for a second or other subsequent 
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son of Mk. and Mrs. C. C. Fl 
gan, of near rwsssssi ahm 
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ment of conviction thereof. If 



any person has heretofore been 
convicted of violating any s;milar 
act of this State and thereafter la 
convicted of violating the provi- 
sions of section one of this ordin- 
ance such conviction shall for the 
purpose of this ordinance 
be a subsequent offense and shall 
be punished accordingly. If any 
person so convicted shall, during 
the time for which he is deprived 
of his right so to do, drive or 
operate any such vehicle, convey- 
ance, engine or train in this Coun- 
ty, he shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

The Clerks of all courts of re- 
cord and the trial and juvenile 
justice, shall, within thirty days 
after final conviction of any per- 
son in his court under this ordin- 
ance, report the fact thereof and 
the name, postoffice address and 
street address of such person, to- 
gether with the license plate num- 
ber on the vehicle operated by 
such person, to the Director of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles.

Stimulated By 
Ware in Many Sec- 
tions of Country. 



Retail trade demonstrated re- 
markable resistance to the intense 
heat wave that blanketed most of 
the country East of the Rockies 
and acted as a stimulant to trade 
in strictly seasonal lines with the 
result that recent margins of gain 
over last year were sustained, ac- 
cording to reports to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from leading 
cities. Some sections experienced 
recession in volume from last 
week, except in hot weather ap- 
parel items and Summer bever- 
ages, while wholesale markets 
generally were strong with no 
drouth effect as yet being reflect- 
ed by buyers. While there was 
some reordering of Summer goods, 
interest was centered in Fall mer- 
chandise in which trading was 
brisk. Kansas City reported a 
contraseasorml upturn with a gain 
in orders for farm implements in 
spite of the drouth. 

Extreme heat depressed retail 
trade in Kansas City, Memphis, 
Detroit, Philadelphia, and Chicago 
but New York retail withstood the 
heat in excellent fashion with 
men's Summer clothing in brisk 
demand. Hot weather lines were 
also distinctly benefitted in Phila- 
delphia and Chicago with Summer 
stocks running low in the latter 
city. Despite 12 days of scorch- 
ing heat, St. Louis trade was good 
in seasonal lines. New Orleans 
and Wilmington reported sharp 
gains over both the previous and 
1935 weeks, while in West Coast 
cities, weather was not a retarding 
factor and business moved satis- 
factorily. 

Farm Outlook Better 

The agricultural outlook was 
somewhat improved as a result of 
scattered rains, but crop impair- 
ment was intensified by terrific 
heat. Kansas City reported the 
best wheat harvest in years, but 
poor corn prospects. In Memphis, 
it was said rains had greatly im- 
proved crops, although some re- 
planting was necessary. In the 
Detroit area, rains were helpful, 
but moisture was still deficient re- 
sulting in damage to fruit and 
potatoes. The heat wave was 
broken in the Minneapolis area by 
scattered showers, but livestock 
was reported coming in from the 
stricken Dakotas. In St. Louis, a 
prolonged seige of 100 degree tem- 
perature caused crops to rapidly 
-deteriorate with damage accen- 
tuated by a grasshopper scourge 
In Western Missouri, while an 
acute water shortage prevailed. 
Conditions were greatly Improved 
in Texas, according to the Dallas 
report. In the Portland and 
Seattle regions, agricultural con. 
ditlons were excelTent, but anxiety 
was caused by the shortage of 
berry pickers and a widespread 
appeal was sent out. San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles reported 
better than normal conditions 
with the fruit crop estimated at 
$200,000,000, highest in five years. 
Jacksonville also reported excel- 
lent fruit and vegetable prospects. 
Employment Gains 

Widespread employment in- 
creases were noted with actual 
shortages of skilled workers ap- 
pearing In Springfield, Mass.; 
Kansas City, St. Louis and Wil- 
mington. Western Pacific train- 
men were granted graduated scale 
pay Increases, while in Birming- 
ham, 2,200 Tennessee Coal, Iron 
& Railroad Co., workers were on 
strike. 

Industry showed no evidence of 
Summer recession with Pittsburgh 
and Cleveland both reporting a 
rise in the steel operating rate un- 
der pressure of orders for railroad 
equipment, pipe lines and con- 
struction materials. Resumption 
of operations by the Oregon 
American Lumber Co., of Veronia, 
Oreg., after five years' idleness, 
was reported by Portland. Con- 
siderable expansion was reported 
by Buffalo. A survey In Los 
Angeles showed the Investment of 
$9,500,000 by 302 new Industries 
and expansions in the last six 
months with 5,800 workers affect- 
ed. Rhode Island industrial pay- 
rolls In June were 13.6% higher 
than the previous June. 

June cotton consumption was 
556,323 bales, compared with 383- 
962 in the same month last year, 
while for the 11 months period, 
consumption was 6,736,643 bales 
against 4,970,165 in the previous 
11 months. Cash receipts from 
crops in May were 20% larger 
than the 1936 month. The farm 
real estate tax bill in 1935 was 
$166,000,000, the smallest , in 16 
years.

CANADIAN RAINS 
AID DUCK CROP 



Greatest Wild Game Depres- 
sion in History Ended, 
Northern Survey Reveals. 



The highest water levels in 
years prevailing In the great 
Canadian wild duck nesting 
grounds promise a second season 
of relief from America's greatest 
wild duck "depression" which last 
year brought down the most 
drastic restrictions on duck hunt- 
ing In history, according to re- 
ports of Canadian game officials 
received by the More Oame Birds 
Foundation. 

Following successive devastat- 
ing droughts from 1930 to 1934, 
uncounted numbers of lakes and 
marshes from the Dakotas north- 
ward through southern Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba dried 
up completely. Here were located 
North America's most Important 
wildfowl breeding grounds. 
First Break Last Tear 

The first break in the prolonged 
drought came last year, an organ- 
ized international wild duck 
census of the area revealed. Al- 
though the bulk of the wildfowl 
were found to have been driven 
to nesting sites in the more north- 
ern portions of the provinces, im- 
proved water and food conditions 
resulted in a better crop in their 
ancestral nesting areas to the 
south, fbservers found. 

With still better water condi- 
tions this year, the southward 
trend continues, the reports re- 
ceived indicate. 'There is an im- 
provement in the situation so far 
as water is concerned throughout 
the southern part of the pro- 
vince," declares J. R. Hill, Sas- 
katchewan Oame Commissioner. 
More Ducks Reported 

Reporting on the waterfowl 
situation in the Last Mountain 
Lake region of southern Saskatch- 
ewan—an area extending from 
Regina to Saskatoon — Reuben 
Lloyd, provincial waterfowl ob- 
server, reports: "More nesting 
ducks than for six years. Heavy 
rains and snows left sloughs full 
except in a small area on both 
sides of the North Dakota and 
Montana borders." 

Oeorge M. Spargo. Secretary of 
the Alberta Fish and Oame As- 
sociation, declares that water 
levels in central and northern 
Alberta are "adequate and even 
better than last year" with ducks 
extremely plentiful and more than 
the usual supply of widgeon, teal 
and canvasbacks." Frank J. 
Farley, ornithologist, of Camrose, 



Alberta, reports water conditions 
"better than for several years" in 
a 400-mile area with ten times the 
number of ducks breeding there 
as in 1935. "Kirkpatrick Lake, 
once eight miles long and totally 
dry in 1935 is now half filled with 
water again," Farley declares. 

Edward B. Pitblado, President 
of the Manitoba Oame and Fish 
Association, found that "Water 
conditions in Manitoba this 
Spring were excellent. The As- 
siniboine River, which flows across 
most of the southern portion of 



the province, overflowed and sub- 
merged thousands of acres. Larger 
marshes have an abundance of 
water and conditions suggest a 
prolific hatch despite a late 
Spring."

All Aboard for a Bon Voyage Party 




AUItAND send-off for a lucky 
friend who Is taking an ocean 
trip Is a bon voyage party with 
nautical table decorations. Shown 
here Is an original centerpiece of 
this character representing a port- 
hole with an ocean view through 
"windows" of Cellophane cellulose 
film.

The cardboard ring* are cut from 
If" circles with an 11" center hole, 
making each ring lfc" wide. They 
era reinforced with # 16 wire 
circles, and held apart by five 6" 
wires bent I" at each and. Two 
wires are fastened to the ring*. 
$" apart, for a stand; one goes 
across the top,* and two are di- 
rectly opposite at the aides. Jest 
below cantor, for a water line Be- 
tween these two, are tied two 
pieces of spool wire, W apart, to 



support the waves and attach the 
boat The Inside of the rings Is 
now covered with gold paper and 
two 1$" circles of clear color Bun 
are taped to the holes. 

For the ocean, crush light blue 
film very full over light green film 
only slightly crushed, and tape 
over water-line wires. Add extra 
layers at aides, for depth. 

The ocean liner (pictured la de- 
tail at upper right) le cut from a 
double thlcknesa of white paper, 
folded at bottom. It la l\k" from 
port to stern; 114" high at center; 
H" high at each end; and 4%" 
along the keel. After taping ends 
together, cover the tower part 
with black film. Three pieces of 
white paper 114" i IV make the 
tubular smokestacks, with bands of 
red Scotch tape. Rod tape flags are 
hoisted on wire. Finally, the IV

New hunting and fishing regu- 
lations affecting Princess Anne 
and other counties nearby were 
announced this week by Carl H. 
Nolting, chairman of the State 
Commission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries. The majority of the 
newly announced regulations be- 
come effective tomorrow. 

The law governing the sale and 
transportation of rabbits taken by 
trapping has been changed* to al- 
low the buying, selling and trans- 
porting in, into and out of any 
county in the State, alive or dead, 
during the open season for trap- 
ping such animals. However, un- 
der the terms of the regulation. It 
is unlawful to ship or otherwise 
deliver to anyone any package 
containing rabbits sold or for sale 
unless the package bears a label 
giving the address of the sender 
and the number of "rabbits so 
shipped. A certificate that the 
rabbits were taken in traps also 
must be attached and signed by 
the shipper. 

Squirrel Season Dates 

Open season for hunting squir- 
rels was announced in another 
order Issued this week. Squirrels 
may be hunted in Princess Anne, 
Nansemond. Isle of Wight and 
Norfolk counties betweenfleptem- 
ber 1 and 30 and fronrfNbvember 
15-December 31. TheVseason in 
other counties of the State varies 
from September 1 to January 81, 
with the local season the longest 
of all announced.

Upon the 
conclusion of his remarks, the 
council requested Willard Ash- 
bum, Town attorney, to draw up 
an ordinance embracing the re- 
quests of Dr. Leake and to present 
it for action at the August meet- 
ing of the council. 

Terms of P rop ose d Law 

Under the terms of the proposed 
ordinance, which would comply in 
an respects with the State bill 
governing the sale of milk and 
milk products, the four following 
objectives would be made opera- 
tive: 

1. Sale of iiilk would be re- 
stricted to those securing permits 
from the board of health. Dr. 
Leake stated that there would be 
no charge for such permits, which 
would be available to all dairies 
complying with the law. 

2. All milk sold locally must be 
delivered to the customer In the 
container in which It was origin- 
ally bottled at the dairy. 

3. Every place selling milk must 
use placards to announce publicly 
the grade of milk so sold. 

4. All milk sold to be pasteur- 
ized by the dairy delivering same 
to the community. 

Control Said Advisable 

Although the milk now being 
delivered to the Beach generally 
meets State requirements, Dr. 
Leake stated in quieting any pos- 
sible fears of contamination or 
low quality, such control is cer- 
tain to react to the best interests 
of residents and vacationists alike. 
All of the physicians practicing at 
Virginia Beach, he continued, 
have endorsed the measure, as 
have most of the dairies. 

Should the ordinance be ap- 
proved, the council was told, this 
would be the only town or city in 
the country requiring by law the 
pasteurisation of all milk sold 
locally. Broadcasting of such in- 
formation, Dr. Leake continued, 
might well serve as an excellent 
advertisement, encouraging par- 
ents with small children to vaca- 
tion here, certain that the proper 
milk was available.

Virginia Beach's coast guard 
station was thrown into the local 
political cauldron tins week when 
Norman R. Hamilton, candidate 
for Congress from this district, 
charged that the rumored closing 
of the local station was develop- 
ed to the imagination of the Dar- 
den organization only and had no 
basis to fact.

To the 100 per cent increase to 
telephone calls, electric itiwer and

Electrification of General Farm 
Said to Be Near Nominal Cost 



Economies in Manufacturing and Installation Will Reduce 
Complete Charges to Less Than $1,000, Administrator 
Cooke Tells Rural Audience. 



With the economies to manu- 
facturing and installation that 
are being effected, it will be pos- 
sible shortly to complete the elec- 
trification of an average general 
farm for less than $1,000, Rural 
Electrification Administrator Mor- 
ris L. Cooke said this week at 
ceremonies celebrating the open- 
ing of the REA Electrified Perm 
near Sterling, Virginia. 

The equipment installed at the 
Electrified Farm, Mr. Cooke re. 
ported, cost about $5,000 at pre- 
sent prices, although it Includes 
appliances used to several differ- 
ent types of specialized farming. 



Administrator Cooke presided 
at the opening ceremonies at the 
farm. Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes. who is also Chair- 
man of the American National 
Committee for the Third World 
Power Conference, threw a switch 
signalising the advent of electric 
n the farm. 



George C. Peery, of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia, also spoke, as 
did the owner of the farm. Mr. 
J. M. Hughes. The farm to an 
exhibit of the Third World Power 
Conference, to convene to Wash- 
ington in September. 

Before introducing the other 
speakers, Administrator Cooke 
said: 

"As a stop to the accomplish- 
ment of the national purpose to 
electrify rural America, this event 
Is full of significance. For the 
electrification of this one farm 
there has been the fullest cooper- 
ation b et we en those very agencies 
which must work together if any 
notable progress to to be made to 
taking electricity to the six mil- 
lion farms now without service.

of the racing layout, on charges 
of violating the State gaming 
laws to connection with the sale 
of sweepstakes tickets. Miss Bailee, 
according to Chief of Police Pete 
McClanan, who made the arrests, 
sold the tickets and Mr. Vincent 
is alleged to have employed her 
to sen the tickets. 

Trial Postponed 

Bonds of 6566 each were posted 
immediately for their appearance 
before Trial Justice E. V. Ores- 
ham on Tuesday night, when, up- 
on the request of their attorney, 
Floyd E. Kellam, the hearing was 
continued for another week. In 
granting the postponement, 
Justice Qresham instructed Town 
police officers to sat that no 
sweepstakes tickets are sold on the 
midget automobile races until the 
two cases now pending are decid- 
ed. Paul W. Ackiss. common- 
wealth's attorney, and 
Anderson, Norfolk attorney, 
prosecute the case for the State.

True, the policemen 
have not attempted to repeat their 
first experience with lotteries, but 
there was no thought of molest- 
ing them during the time of their 
ticket sale. Since that time, num- 
erous other items have been 
chanced off by local churches, in- 
stitutions and business houses, all 
of which have violated the law to 
the same degree as now charged 
against Sports Enterprises, Inc., 
yet neither Town official, police 
captain or Justice thought twice 
of swearing out a warrant or of 
disbarring the sale of tickets. 

We fail to appreciate any dif- 
ference or to understand why the 
midget auto races, were singled out 
as an instance of Town righteous- 
ness when other similar affairs 
have been allowed to take their 
merry way without as much as a 
word of protest. An alleged viola- 
tion of the State gaming laws is, 
after all, a violation whether ft 
be great or small, and the swoop- 
ing down upon one agency so en- 
gaged and the overlooking of 
others cannot be classified as the 
true course of justice or the true 
performance of civic duties. 

It has been argued that both 
Town and county authorities win 
prosecute all individuals and bust, 
ness interests presumably violat- 
ing the law IF warrants alleging 
such are sworn out by interested 
townsmen. Why, we would ask 
again, Is that "IP" Imposed In one 
instance and not In another? No 
townsman, other than an official 
employee, swore out a warrant 
against the sweepstakes operators; 
none, to our knowledge, had any 
such thought. Why, then*, was 
the action taken? What is behind 
this, if you will pardon us, gesture 
of righteousness toward the track 
officials? 

Justice Oresham took no notice

DEPARTMENT 



The Board of Supervisor's ac- 
tion In delaying approval on the 
proposal to install a department 
Of public welfare In Princess Anne 
county appeals to us as a blunder 
which should be remedied as soon 
as circumstances permit. Surveys 
made of this county, the details 
of which have been brought to the 
members' attention, attest fully to 
the need for such a competent or- 
ganisation under trained workers, 
and no argument of value has 
been advanced against its develop- 
ment ■— 

The haphazard methods of dis- 
tributing relief now in effect have 
been demonstrated as both waste- 
ful and unscientific, yet more 
than $10,000 of the taxpayers' 
money are spent annually in the 
county on those classed as needy 
after the most superficial of In- 
vestigations. Not alone would the 
qualified welfare worker delve 
more intelligently into such de- 
mands for assistance, with a pos- 
sible saving' of money to the 
county, but her services In assist- 
ing children and young men and 
women to adjust themselves to 
modern living.

proper use of words which are 
day in common usage. He who 
to delve into lexicology wB 
find much of interest in the or- 
dinary speech of his associates, for 
few persons are to be found whose 
selection of words to define a 
given object or condition may be 
rated above bis enunciation, not- 
ably poor among the mass of 
Americans. 

Our chief dislikes of recent 
years have been the words "soph- 
isticate" and "sophistication." So 
general has the misuse of these 
two words of Greek origin become 
that it is difficult today to con- 
vince the average man of their 
true meaning or to uphold the 
sanctity of the former as a verb, 
regularly used— and used impro- 
perly—both as regards its mean- 
ing and its classification as a part 
of speech. 

The man about town, the di- 
lettante of the arts, the worldly- 
wise individual, may embrace all 
of the qualifications of sophistica- 
tion, but such sophistication 
neither springs from such wisdom 
nor Is It commonly allied with 
such a condition. The bored young 
thing who yawns over a discussion 
of rare foods and wines, the blase 
collegian who knows all of the 
merits and demerits of the masters 
of the classics and nothing what- 
soever of the classics themselves, 
the spoiled darling to whom a 
world cruise or a winter on the 
Riviera mean no more than a 
siege of packing and purchasing 
are no more sophisticated per se 
than is the tramp who walks the 
streets looking for a handout. 

For sophistication means neither 
worldly wisdom nor a weariness of 
the spirit. It Is, rather, a condi- 
tion of worthlessness Induced by 
adulteration, falsification, corrup- 
tion, delusion or perversion. It 
springs from a root which means 
a specious or fallacious argument, 
and the noun Is, as a consequence, 
properly used only when it refers 
to that which Is based upon spur- 
ious logic or false reasoning. 

The verb "sophisticate," todav 
regularly used as a noun to in- 
dicate an individual polished in 
the worldly-wise mould, carries a 
similar meaning, yet none could 
guess such from the manner in 
which the word creeps Into the 
average conversation. It is an ex- 
cellent example of the shoddlness 
which everywhere corrupts the 
speech of the speaker of English

The Virginia Gazette Is 
still printed In the historic town 
that John D. Rockefeller, Jr., Is 
restoring to colonial quamtness, 
but It Is safe to say that never 
again will the ancient Gazette 
publish so momentous a statement 
as It Issued on that July day 160 
years ago. 

Perhaps Thomas Jefferson him- 
self suggested the publication to 
the Williamsburg editor; for Jef- 
ferson was at one time f inancially 
interested in the Gazette. Per- 
haps, too, he showed to that editor 
the original draft of the Declara- 
tion—Jefferson's very own draft, 
unaltered by the hand of Ben- 
jamin Franklin. Certainly almost 
all the other Journals then issued 
in America had the advantage 
over the Gazette In the matter of 
nearness to Independence Hall. 
The Philadelphia papers could 
have reprinted the Declaration 
possibly on July S, certainly on 
July 0, the day the first official 
copies came from the press in that 
city. The newspapers of New 
York and Connecticut could easily 
have printed It on July 7, and 
those of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island and Maryland on July 8. 
But the editors, sadly lacking a 
"nose for news," gave the event 
scant notice. Even the Pennsy- 
lvania Journal and Advertiser, 
published twice a week In Phila- 
delphia, allotted to it on July 4 
only three lines, squeezed to be- 
tween two advertisements: 

This day the Continental Con- 
gress declared the United Colonies 
free and independent States.

Congressman Blanton of Texas, 
stirred up the National Capital 
with a silly warfare to prevent 
every reference to the word "com- 
munism" in the public schools. 

"How can you discourage com- 
munism unless you explain its In- 
consistencies and dangers," the 
Washington educational author- 
ities asked. The public sided with 
the school authorities and backed 
the teachers. That appeared to 
have been the beginning of the 
nation-wide movement to compel 
teachers to take oaths of allegi- 
ance and to certify to their 
loyalty before receiving their ptiy 
checks. \t 

United States Commissioner of 
Education Studebaker, the Na- 
tional Education Association, the 
District of Columbia school board 
and the newspapers of the Capital 
have all taken up the battle to 
protect the teachers of the coun- 
try against what the Washington 
Post' correctly describes as "grat- 
uitous Insults to their competence 
and loyalty," and the editor of 
that .great newspaper adds: "in

—setting up the first newspaper 
copy of the Declaration in all the 
world — then cautiously placing 
the "form" Into the little press, 
carefully pulling down the lever 
that pressed the paper against 
that form, and then inspecting 
the most important front-page 
article that any man ever read. 

But this was not the first time 
that the little Williamsburg sheet 
had printed announcements of in- 
calculable historical value. Pound- 
ed In 1736. it had been in* the 
"thick" of things political since 
its beginning; it was In the very 
heart of the section that was pro- 
ducing national leaders of imper 
ishable fame— Washington, Jef- 
ferson, Madison, and a host of 
others. Undoubtedly It was to 
this same tiny Virginia Oaaette 
office that Jefferson read In June, 
1770, a statement which he was 
to transform Into one of the sen- 
tences of the Declaration. It was 
the reprint of the BUI of Rights 
adopted by the Virginia House of 
Burgesses on June 11, and the 
lines were these: 

"AU men are by nature free and 
Independent and have certain In- 
herent rights of which . . . they 
cannot by any compact deprive or 
divest their posterity, namely the 
enjoyment of life, liberty 
pursuing and obtaining 
and safety." **

1858 ILLITERATES! 

TAUGHT BY W\ 




During the first eight months 
of the emergency education pro- 
gram of the Works P rogr ess Ad- 

inistration in Virginia, 1,859 
men and women, previously class- 
ed as illiterates, were taught to 
read and write by WPA teachers, 
a check-up at state headquarters 
showed this week. 

The instruction of these illiter- 
ates was part of the work under- 
taken by WPA in cooperation with 
the state board of education and 
the school boards of Virginia cities 
and counties. 



Besides teaching the funda- 
mentals of rea di ng and writing, 
instructors in WPA classes have 
offered courses in general adult 
education, commercial and trade 
subjects, agriculture, home eco- 
nomics and nursery schools. 

Subjects taught included Eng- 
lish, arithmetic, geography, his. 
tory, government, Latin , economics 
and hygiene as wen as vocational 
and artistic courses. Among the 
latter were: barbering, beauty 
culture, painting, piano, violin, 
poultry raising, gardening, print- 
ing, engraving, shorthand, me- 
chanical drawing, industrial art, 
shopwork and auto mechanics. 
1745 Classes Taught 

Latest figures show that during 
the month of June the total num- 
ber of classes was 1,745. Of these, 
594 specialized in elementary edu- 
cation; 940 in general adult edu- 
cation; 210 In trade, industry and 
commerce; 12 In agriculture; and 
35 in nursery school units. , 

Enrollment in these classes 
totaled 30,563, There were 18,932 
white students and 11,031 Negroes. 
Of the illiterates who learned to 
read and write, 814 were white 
and 1,245 were Negroes. 

The program gave employment 
in June to 903 teachers, of whom 
542 were white and 381 Negro. 

Prom the beginning of the em- 
ergency education program to 
June 15, WPA allotted $631,113.48 
for the work, while sponsors allot- 
ted $62,250.30. Before the WPA 
was organized,- the Virginia Em- 
ergency Relief Administration had 
allotted $779,199 for emergency 
education between June 1, 1933 
and June 30, 1935.

The coming of the vacation sea- 
son indicates that the always 
anticipated showers of summer 
fiction have suffered from no 
drought.

"The Barotique Mystery," by 
George Harmon Coxe, is not en 
tirely successful as a detective 
story, but it's frothy with the racy 
foam of excellent and entertain 
ing decoration. Set in the little 
island of Barotique in the Carib- 
bean, it mixes a charm of setting 
with a charm of writing that quite 
compensates fen* the rather kind- 
ergartenish and volatile thinness 
of its skeleton. It will satisfy all 
but the most demanding of incor 
rigible logicians. 

"Gunston Cotton: Secret Ser- 
vice Agent," by Rupert Grayson, 
will, we fear, satisfy no one. Ex- 
cept, perhaps, a child In his first, 
and a grandparent in his seond, 
childhood. It's all a little too 
much. Too much of the penny- 
dreadful, too much of the pseudo- 
epigrammatist, and too, much of 
plain cut-and-dried rot. Good old 
"Gun" Cotton has graduated from 
boy-scout pants to the long trousers 
and longer responsibilities of an 
agent of the United States Secret 
Service. Well, take a crack at it, 
if you care for that sort of thing; 
it's about as good as most of Its 
ilk. We may be prejudiced. . . . 

"The Spider's Touch," by Valen- 
tine Williams, is as stirring and 
capable a piece of adventure as 
any of the long line of Mr. Valen- 
tine's previous works. Once again 
Ned Hartigan and old "Clubfoot" 
Grundt indulge In their ancient 
feud, and since Mr. Grundt ulti- 
mately escapes (he's as immortal 
as Pu Manchu) a sequel is gratl- 
fylngly Indicated, if you already 
now Mr. Valentine Williams' 
work, we've said enough; and if 
you aren't acquainted with him, 
we think you'll enjoy "The 
Spider's Touch" as your introduc- 
tion. 



times alarmingly frank, romantic. 
Such is "She Wrote R All Down" 
by Mary Ames Cushman. the 
diary of little Mamie Ames who, 
in 1870 at the age of eleven went 
abroad for four years.

Aldous Huxley has for some 
time been telling man that his 
civilisation is incompatible with 
the organism and mind with 
which he is born. His new book 
"Eyeless to Oaaa" is on the same 
theme and concerns the attempts 
of his many characters to adjust 
themselves to the demands of a 
restricting society. The problems 
raised are far from solved, and 
Mr. Huxley has been much too 
busy demonstrating his thesis to 
bother with the plot of his novel. 
The book is not a pleasant expert- 
but anything Mr. 



writes is weB worth reading, and 
"Eyeless tat Gaxa" is no exception. 

"Mohun, or The Last Days of 
Lee's Paladins" by John Esten 
Cooke, which has Just been repub- 
lished, combines the mellow 
charm of the past with much of 
the vigorous honesty of the pre- 
sent. Mr. Cooke labors under no 
delusions about the horrors and 
wastes of war: his book is a bitter 
chronicle of the tost days of a 
fight which cost a higher percent- 
age of lives than any other the 
world has yet known. The story 
is tragic, and he tells it as a 
tragedy: his bias is not so much 
against the North as for the Con- 
federacy, and his sentimentality 
has a dignity worthy of the story 
he tells.

The Cor- 
nell savants advance as one pos- 
sible reason for the pig's musical 
sensitivity the fact that it has a 
very long cochlea, which 
one more turn than even tbe 
man ear. Be all this as it 
we prefer to leave humans the 
monopoly on music criticism and 
continue converting the pig into 
his multiple edible uses for oat 
grosser delectation. —Tidewater 
News.

Soil Study Important 

A FEW minutes consideration of 
the condition and make-up ot 
the soil in your garden just before 
planting can make, a marked differ- 
ence in your success as a gardener. 
Clayey soils require the most 
careful handling but are heavily 
productive. Sandy soils are "early" 
and sandy loanw are Just about 
Ideal for most home garden crops. 
Peas, lettuce, cabbage, broccoli, 
cauliflower, beets, carrots, radish 
and onion prefer plenty of moisture 
and moderately cool temperatures 
during development. These should 
be planted about as early In the 
spring as the soil can be worked In 
order that they may develop before 
the extreme heat of summer sets in. 
This early planting will yield an 
abundance of early produce for use 
during Spring and Summer and for 
canning. Plant most of these again 
during the Summer, timing the 
planting date so that the crops will 
grow and mature during the cooler, 
moister Fall months. 

Sweet corn, beans, tomato, pep- 
per, egg plant, cucumber, melons, 
squashes and pumpkins are not so 
hardy as those listed above and pre- 
fer plenty of heat and sunlight for 
best development. They also pros- 
per best when ample moisture Is 
available but are able to do well 
during comparatively dry weather 
They do best on loamy soils but 
carefully prepared clay sotls pro- 
duce splendid crops. 

Herbs do well In comparatively 
poor soil and maintain growth 
under rather drouthy conditions. 
Under the same conditions, radish, 
turnip, parsnip, salsify and other 
root vegetables may be expected to 
perform fairly well. 

If you must do Borne of your gar- 
dening In ground that Is semi- 
shaded, try growing beans, radishes 
or peas.

If so yon should take a picture of 
this rejuvenated room. Instead of 
merely writing friends or relatives 
about the new dining room, bedroom 
or living room salt you can tend 
them pictures. Maybe you have a new 
nursery! 

Don't put off taking these pictures 
any longer for making them Is not 
at all difficult; in fact you will en- 
joy it Here are a few pointers that 
may help you la making, your first 
shots. 

If you take your Interior pictures 
in the daytime the chances are that 
you will have to take a time ex* 
posure unless your camera Is 
equipped with a very fast lens, say 
/.3.S or faster. If a time exposure is 
necessary you will nave to use a tri- 
pod or else place the camera on some 
solid support such as a table. Even 
with an ?.3.5 lens you should have 
some substantial support for your 
camera for you will probably find It 
necessary to take your shot at l/5th 
or l/10th of a second, and at speeds 
slower than l/25th of a second It Is 
extremely difficult to hold the camera 
steady. Any movement of the camera 
will cause a blurred picture. 

The secret of success In Indoor pic- 
tures lies In controlling the light 
reaching the various parts of the 
room to be pictured. To begin with, 
never point your camera directly at 
the window or door through which 
the greatest amount of light is com- 
ing. Keep the light behind or to the 



side of the camera. If, as sometimes 
happens, a sunny window to fa a 
particular part of the house you want 
to take, you can eliminate sun-glare 
by a very simple trick. Pull the shade 
of that particular window clear down 
and keep It down for an exposure

RADIO, one of the gravest needs 
in rural homes, to at last be- 
ginning to reach the farmer, ac- 
cording to Estea P. Taylor, editor 
and publisher of the "Agricultural 
Leaders' Digeat" and former na- 
tional farm organisation director. 

Several million rural listeners, 
hitherto cut off from air communi- 
cation, are now preparing to add 
themselves to the nation's radio au- 
dience. Farm dwellers have for 
years been the country's only citi- 
zens to have special dally radio 
programs made for them, Mr. Tay- 
lor point* out. Weather and live- 
stock market reports, household 
and news broadcasts, educational 
and entertainment programs, have 
been poured out in profusion over 
the air. But less than one farm 
family In five has heard them. 

Now. with Income improved, and 
the development of the air cell 
battery, giving the listener far from 
the power line the aame reception 
enjoyed by the city dweller, the 
farmer la Joining the country's ra- 
dto-consctous throng.

Weather Conditions Have Not 
Affected Trade hi Nation, 
Survey Reveals. 



1 1« The WEEKS NEW: 



Up to this time the extremely 
hot weather and the drought 
which have prevailed in many 
areas of the country have appar- 
ently not greatly affected whole- 
sale and retail trade, according 
to reports to the Department of 
Commerce. The Minneapolis re- 
port stated that notwithstanding 
the severe drought, business is 
holding up with surprising acti- 
vity'. Sales of jjity stores for June 
were 12% overJune of last year. 
In country stores sales were up 
14% while during the first two 
weeks in July the same ratio was 
maintained. While wholesale busi- 
ness was quiet in St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, all business was 
holding up well in the drought 
areas. 

Wholesale conditions in St. 
Louis were reported unchanged, 
while Kansas City reported gains 
of 20% in wholesale lines com- 
pared with last year. In Kansas 
City itself the extremely hot 
weather curtailed business con- 
siderably. 

Weather Cheeks Business 
• Omaha was one of the spots re- 
porting adversely on the effects 
of the drought on business. The 
report from that city stated that 
the hot, dry weather was begin- 
ning to affect many lines of busi- 
ness, especially those dependent 
on rural trade. From Birmingham 
came the welcome news that the 
extreme drought and heat condi- 
tions in Alabama had been broken 
by several heavy rains. As a re- 
sult, crop conditions were report- 
ed looking more favorable. Busi- 
ness activity, as measured by bank 
clearings, was up more than 23% 
above last year. ■ - 

Atlanta, where business might 
be expected to be hurt by the 
drought in the Southeastern sec- 
tion of the country, reported busi- 
ness on the upgrade. Wholesale 
dealers said they were enjoying 
material increases in the sale of 
agricultural implements over the 
same period a year ago. The 
Georgia feed crop was benefited 
by rains, reducing the estimated 
$50,000,000 crop damage. Whole- 
sale trade in Charleston was 12% 
above last year. 

Attendance Figures High 
A great influx of buyers attend- 
ed the home furnishings exposi- 
tion and the national furniture 
show in Chicago. At the Ameri- 
can Furniture Mart there were 
1,400 more registrations than fpr 
. the same season last year. In 
other wholesale channels, how. 
ever, trade was reported spotty. 
Many retailers in the Chicago 
area were reported studying the 
effects of the drought before plac- 
ing definite commitments for 
large orders for Fall delivery. Cin- 
cinnati wholesale drygoods houses 
found business 40% better than 
last year, while In Louisville the 
volume of wholesale orders held 
well above this time last year al- 
though they were slowing -down 
because of the drought. Whole- 
sale activity in Houston showed 
gains over 1935 averaging around 
'45%. 

Most of the areas reported in- 
creased employment due to a 
combination of sustained indus- 
trial activity, heavier building, 
and sharp seasonal demands for 
help in rural areas. 

From Pittsburgh came the re- 
port that the first six months of 
1H6 broke all records for the like 
period in the production of plate 
glass. Portland, Oregon, reported 
tourist traffic the heaviest in the 
history of the State, while large 
crowds were converging on Dallas 
and Port Worth, Texas, and 
Cleveland to attend the exposi- 
tions in progress in those cities. 
The sale of oranges for consump- 
tion as fresh fruit reached a new 
all-time record for June, the re- 
port from Los Angeles showed.

VOTING METHODS CHANGED IN VIRGINIA; 

STUDY OF NEW ELECTION BALLOT ADVISED 

5 Voters in Virginia are cautioned to watch their step closely when they vote in the primary 
of Tuesday August 4, and in all future elections, by reason of the fact that the 1036 General As- 
sembly changed the method of voting from the old negative form, vis: by scratching a line through 
the names or all candidates in order to vote for the man they wanted. The new way, it Is generally

Today we hear considerable 
comment regarding industry's at- 
tempt to brighten the future of 
agriculture by using farm by-pro- 
ducts in manufacturing processes. 
Farmers watch with interest the 
progress of the soy bean as Henry 
Ford turns it into a steering wheel 
—in Iowa and other neighboring 
states grain alcohol is turned Into 
fuel for automobiles. 

These are attempts which may 
or may not be successful on a 
large scale. 

Abwe look enthusiastically Into 
the future of these and other at- 
tempts sometimes we overlook en- 
tirely past experiments which now 
have developed into "taken for 
granted* industries — Industries 
which have staged their battle, 
and are today making farming 
more profitable. 

Industry's Story Sketched 
How one industry affectetT a 
whole division of agriculture was 
described at the second annual 
conference of the Farm Chemur- 
gic Council recently In Detroit. 
T. B. Munroe, Vice President in 
Charge of Research for The Celo- 
tex Corporation, told how Louis- 
lana's sugar cane growers have 
been benefited by this company's 
enterprise. The Celotex Corpora- 
tion converts bagasse, the fibrous 
residue remaining after the Juice 
has been extracted from sugar 
cane, into Celotex Building Insul- 
ation and Sound Control mater- 
ials. 

Before the Celotex industry 
came into existence," reported Mr. 
Munroe, "this bagasse was burned 
in Dutch ovens ahead of the boil- 
ers as fuel to generate steam for 
the sugar mill operation. 

"The first step, then, in the use 
of bagasse on a large scale was 
to convince the sugar null owners 
that they might discontinue the 
use of bagasse as fuel and replace 
It to advantage with other mater, 
lab. This was no small task, for 
they had to consider seriously the 
hazard involved in handling a 
bulky material such as bagasse, 
the successful operation of the 
sugar mills with other fuels, and 
the hazards always Involved in 
the establishment of a new In- 
dustry. 

Contracts Approved 
"Contracts with sugar cane 
mills were finally consummated 
on the basis of the replacement 
fuel value of the bagasse plus a 
reasonable profit, a site for the 
Celotex plant was purchased on 
the Mississippi River opposite New 
Orleans, and the Industry was 
started on its way." 

That industry may frequently 
do more than merely take raw 
materials off a farmer's hands is 
indicated by the experience of 
Celotex in Louisiana. 

"When the contracts were sign- 
ed with the sugar interest* to 
Louisiana in 1620, the sugar in- 
dustry was in a flourishing con- 
dition. By 16M, during which 
period the Celotex Industry had 
developed rapidly, the sugar bust- 
to Louisiana was shoeing 
serious de ter io ration and the aver- 
tonnage per acre had 
fallen from 26 tons to around 6 
tons.

Extensive study of the 
situation revealed that the species 
of sugar cane being grown to Loui- 
siana had become badly Inbred 
and could no longer withstand the 
normal weather changes, insect 
pests and other handicaps to 
which agricultural crops are sub- 
jected.

In a wire to the coast guard 
headquarters in Washington also 
sent that day, Mr. Hamilton ex- 
pressed surprise at the suggestion 
contained in the morning news 
report and asked for official veri- 
fication.
